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THE INVASION OF CUBA. 


There is the greatest satisfaction expressed in Ad- 
ministration circles over the successful landing of 
the troops at Santiago. It is the culmination of 
a most clever bit of strategy that has taken nearly a 
whole month to carry out. Unless all signs fail, the 
events leading up to the siege of Santiago will go down 
in history as among the most successful and shrewdest 
moves ever made in military maneuvering. We have 
been permitted to see some of the original orders bear- 
ing on the present situation, as well as other data, show- 
ing how perfectly the plans of the Army have been carried 
out without even the slightest slip, and how Santiago 
has been surrounded with soldiers on all sides, making 
it next to impossible for the Spanish to escape by either 





enemy. The fact that Gen. Garcia carried out his in- 
structions to the letter and prevented a union of the 
Spanish forces, or even reinforcements reaching the be- 
leaguered city of Santiago, shows what brave and splen- 
did soldiers the Cuban insurgents are. 

Strategy was used in landing the troops. Something 
like three thousand five hundred men were unloaded 
west of Santiago, as a sort of feint, in order to make the 
enemy believe that all would be landed there. These 
were well protected by Gen. Garcia’s forces who were 
awaiting their arrival, as well as by Sampson’s fleet. 
While this was going on, the real debarkation of our 
soldiers was going on at Baiquiri, some twenty or thirty 
miles further east. Now that these all have been landed, 
the St. Louis will at once pick up the soldiers who made

sea or land, thus promising its capture within a reason- 
ably short time. When the information brought by Lieut. 
Andrew 8. Rowan from Garcia’s camp reached the War 
Department plans were at once set on foot looking to 
immediate co-operation with the Cuban Army under 
Gen Garcia. Lieut. Col. Dorst, of the 4th Art., was 
dispatched to Cuba with supplies to fully equip the in- 
surgents under Gen. Garcia. Col. Dorst landed a steam- 
boat load of munitions of war on the north side of Cuba, 
together with 7,500 rifles and over a million of cart- 
ridges. These soon found their way into the possession 
of the Cuban troops. 

Next, orders were sent to Gen. Garcia substantially 
as follows: 

1. Have as large an army as possible in the vicinity 
of Santiago Harbor to communicate with the United 
States Army and Navy upon their arrival there. 

2. Drive in and attack the Spanish troops near San- 
tiago and prevent reinforcements from reaching the gar- 
rison at Santiago. This should be done before the ar- 
rival of the United States Army. 

3. Hold commanding positions to the east and west of 












the feint movement, and carry them to where the main 
body of the Army is. 

In all these movements the Cuban insurgents have dis- 
tinguished themselves by deeds of daring and bravery 
that will compare favorably with any in the annals of 
warfare. Gen. Garcia followed his instructions to the 
letter, and checkmated the Spaniards at every turn. The 
Administration is more than delighted with his work, 
and it will go a good ways toward securing the recogni- 
tion of the Cuban republic in the near future. 

The orders sent from our Army headquarters are all 
addressed to “Lient. Gen. Garcia,” and signed by Maj. 
Gen. Miles, seemingly an inferior officer, but who in 
reality is commander-in-chief of the forces in the 
field. 

The voyage to Cuba seems to have been sufficiently 
tame and uneventful. From the time when, on Tues- 
day, June 14, the fleet of thirty-five transports, four 
tenders and fourteen convoys started from Port Tampa 
until a week afterwards, when they appeared off the 
harbor of Baiquiri, nothing seems to have occurred that 
even the lively imaginations of newspaper correspond-

Santiago that would be advantageous for the use of the 
Army. 

4. As soon as the United States troops attempt to land, 
make a series of attacks on all sides of Santiago, in 
order to make the enemy believe that they are sur- 
rounded by several hundred thousand soldiers. 

5. Have a detachment of your troops at a certain point 
agreed on to receive supplies and equipment. 

This order was dated June 2, and by the 12th of June 
Adm}. Sampson cabled that Gen. Garcia had started to 
earry out his instructions. 

It was indeed serious business to attempt a landing of 
our troops on the shores of Cuba under the then prevail- 
ing conditions. According to Gen. Garcia’s subsequent 
report, there were something like twelve thousand Span- 
ish regulars and three thousand militia between Santiago 
and Guantanamo, as well as heavy bodies of regulars 
at Holguin and Manzanillo. In short, Santiago was like 
the center of a circle, from every radius of which, North, 
East and West, gathered considerable forces of the 


ents could work up into strange or startling forms. 
There were some fifty of these bright brains and sharp 
pencils cooped up, between the decks of the “Red Cross” 
ship, the Olivette, and though we have scanned the 
reports of these men pretty diligently, we fail to find 
anything more sensational than the accounts of their 
own discomforts—the records of a few cases of sea- 
sickness and the burial of some Army mules whose use- 
fulness had ended before the close of the voyage. 

As described in our last issue, the actual landing of 
the Army, which began on the 22d, and so far as the 
troops were concerned was safely completed the next 
day, while not complicated either by bad weather or 
active oppostion on the part of the enemy, must never- 
theless have been a sufficiently anxious and exciting 
time. The shelling of fortifications here and there, the 
long line of dummy ships that crept along to the west- 
ward of Santiago; the simultaneous and confusing 
demonstrations along twenty miles of exposed Cuban 
coast and the final landing at the point least expected, 


must have kept the Spaniards at least in a state of 
mind not specially conducive to peaceful meditation. 

Every effort is being put forth to get the siege guns 
into position to do effective work, and transporting sup- 
plies and heavy guns over the rough Cuban roads is of 
course no easy task. And it is evident, while Gen, 
Shafter is pushing forward the work with all due dili- 
gence, he is not to be hurried into any premature and 
ill-considered move. 

We reproduce here from the “London Engineer” two 
outline sketches which show very clearly the character 
of the country in which Gen. Shafter’s troops are oper- 
ating. Morro Castle is seen on a point of land to the 
right of the picture. The hills on the top of the pic- 
ture beyond Santiago are those in which our troops are 
operating. We have no troops on the other side of the 
harbor shown in the foreground, but, as the second draw- 
ing shows, by possessing himself of the railroad ap- 
proaches to Santiago Gen. Shafter can prevent the Span- 
iards from reinforcing Santiago, or, in case of defeat, 
evacuating the town and concentrating west of it. 

ORDER FOR THE LANDING OF TROOPS. 

Following is the order directing the operation of the 
Navy in co-operation with the Army in the landing of 
troops, issued on the afternoon of June 21, 1898: 

“The Army Corps will land to-morrow morning, the entire 


force landing at Baiquiri. The landing will nm at day- 
light. Ships stationed to the eastward of Baiquiri will assist 
in clearing the way for an unop: landing by flankin 


out the Spanish forces at that point. Simultaneously wit 
the shelli of the beach and blockhouse at Baiguiri, the 
Ensenada Altares and Aguadores, both to the eastward 
of Santiago, and the small bay of Cabanas, about two and 
one-half miles to the westward of Santiago, will be shelled 
by the ships stationed there for that purpose. 

“A feint in force of landing at Cabanas will be made, 
about ten of the transports—the last to disembark their 
forces at Baiquiri—remaining during the day or a greuter 
pons of the day about two miles to the southward of Ca- 

anas, lowering boats and making apparent preparations for 
disembarking a large body of troops. 

“At the same time Gen. Rabi, with 500 Cuban troops, 
will make a demonstration on the west side of Cabanas. 
The following vessels are assigned to bombard the four 
points mentioned above: At Cabanas, the Scorpion, Vixen 
and Texas; at Aguadores, the Eagle and Gloucester; at En- 
senada los Altares, the Hornet, Helena and Bancroft; at 
Baiquiri, the Detroit, Castine, Wasp and New Orleans, the 
Detroit and Castine on the western flank and the Wasp 
and New Orleans on the eastern flank. 

“All the vessels named will be in their positions at day- 
light. Great care will be taken to avoid the wasteful ex- 
penditure of ammunition. The firing at Baiquiri will begin 
on a signal from the New Orleans. 

“At Cabanas it is probable that after a few minutes, 
unless the firing is returned, the occasional dropping of 
shots from the smaller vessels will be sufficient; but the 
semblance of covering a landing should be maintained, the 
ships keeping close in at Aguadores and Ensenada los Al- 


ta 

“The same rule should prevail at Baiquiri, the point of 
actual landing. The vessels will, of course, use their ar- 
tillery until they have reason to believe that the landing is 
clear. They will take care to make the firing deliberate 
and effective. 

“The Texas and Brooklyn will exchange blockading sta- 
tions, the Texas going inside, to be near Cabanas. The 
Brooklyn, Massachusetts, Iowa and Oregon will keep a 
vigilant watch on the harbor mouth. The Indiana will take 
the New Orleans’s position in the blockading line east of 
Santiago de Cuba and between the flagshi ew York and 
the shore. This is only a tempora assignment for the 
Indiana to strengthen the blockading line during the landing 
and to avoid any possibility of the enemy’s breaking through 
should he attempt to get out of the port. 

“The Suwanee, Osceola and Wompatuek will be prepared 
to tow boats. Each will be provided with two five or six 
inch lines, one on each quarter and each long enough to 
take in tow a dozen or more boats. These vessels will re- 
port at the New York at 3 a. m., on June 22, prepared to 
take in tow the ships’ boats which are to assist in the 
landing of troops and to convey them to Baiquiri. 

“The Texas, Brooklyn, Massachusetts, lowa, Oregon, New 
York and Indiana will send all their steam cutters and all 
their pulling boats, with the exception of one retained on 
board each > to assist in the landing. These boats will 
report at the New York at 3 a. m. Each boat, whaleboat 
and cutter will have three men; each launch five men and 
each steam cutter its full crew and an officer for their own 
management. In addition to these men each boat will carry 
five men, including one capable of acting as coxswain, to 
manage and direct the transports’ boats. Each steam launch 
will in charge of an officer, who will report to Capt. 
Goodrich. 

“Care will be taken in the selection of boatkeepers and 
coxswains to take no men who are gun pointers or who 
occupy positions of special importance at the batteries. 

“Unnecessa oars and im imenta should be removed 
from the pulling boats for the greater convenience of the 
transportation of troops; but each boat should retain its 
anchor and chain. 

“Capt. C. F. Goodrich, commanding the St. Louis, will 
have, on the part of the Navy, general charge of the land- 
ing. The New Orleans will send her boats to report to Capt. 
Goodrich upon her arrival at Baiquiri. 

“The attention of commanding officers of all vessels en- 
gaged in blockading Santiago de Cuba is earnestly called to 
the necessity of the utmost vigilance from this time forward 
both as to maintaining stations and readiness for action 
and as to keeping a close watch upon the harbor month. 
If the Spanish Admiral ever intends to attempt to escape 
that attempt will be made soon.”

BLOOD OR TREASURE. 


Gen. Grant is credited with the assertion that at the 
beginning of the campaign of 1864 it was impressed on 
him that the war as it then existed meant so much per- 
sonal loss, so much financial] loss, and that the pecun- 
iary loss was represented by a daily expenditure of a 
given sum. Wisely he concluded that every day gained 
to the nation meant thousands of dollars. To conquer 
the enemy involved the destruction of so many lives. If 
this destruction was distributed over ninety days it 
would cost three times as much if it were concentrated in 
thirty; x number of lives (a constant) would under one 
condition involve y; under another 3 y was the ex- 
pense. Under any circumstances we had to lose x, 
but as that great General put it, we gained under his 
methods 2 y. This is a cold-blooded view, but it is war. 
Now what are we doing? We are sending hence such 
an expensive expedition to Santiago to capture a place 
we do not need. All the absolute results will be the de- 
struction of Cervera’s fleet. Otherwise the place is of 
no use to us. Let any one with a statistical] turn of 
mind calculate what Gen. Shafter’s expedition has al- 
ready cost; what it will cost, and the indirect loss 
which will result from our not using it for the capture , 
of Porto Rico or Havana. It is held that Adml. Samp- 
son’s fleet is immensely superior to that of Cervera; that 
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any attempt by the latter to come to an issue would re- 
suit in his complete destruction. It is known that noth- 
ing except the fear of losing some of our vessels pre- 
yents Sampson from going into the harbor of Santiago 
and fighting it out. The question is, should we 
have lost more in ships and sailors if the ques- 
tion had been left for the Navy to settle than we 
shall now in the lives of soldiers and the expenditure of 
time and treasure that might have been used more 
profitably elsewhere. Will not the expenses we have 
incurred in organizing this expedition and those that we

Che President is very much annoyed over the stories 
regarding the “friction” in the Army. As a matter of 
ct, there is nothing of the kind. This statement is 
nade on the highest authority, and after a careful in- 
quiry among all the parties immediately concerned. 
eryone, from the President down, resents the imputa- 
tion of “friction” and severely denounce the course of 
sensational papers in exploiting such transparent false- 
10ods. In speaking about the matter with our corre- 
spondent, Secretary of War Alger said: “There is no 
friction whatever in the Army, and all reports to the 
contrary are made out of the whole cloth. The stories 
in sensational papers that there is any trouble between 
Gen, Miles and myself—or anything of a kindred nature 

is utterly unwarranted, is malicious and untrue, and 
without a shadow of foundation. Such reports are sim- 
ply gotten up for the purpose of disorganizing the ser- 
vice and cuakasvacuing every official as much'as possi- 
ble. You have my full consent to quote me to this ef- 
fect.” 


In a lecture on the working of Réntgen rays in war- 
fare, Surg. Maj. M. Beevor, who had charge of the ap- 
paratus with the recent frontier expedition in India, 
stated that the results of his experience prove first, that 
it can be carried anywhere and used in the field, and 
secondly, that it is quite invaluable in military surgery, 
it being possible to use it at the front under the most un- 
favorable conditions. The apparatus should be adopted 
as an indispensable part of a medical outfit for field 
service. The Réntgen rays reveal the precise condition 
of a wound at a glance, and they can be applied just 
as well when the limb is wrapped in surgical dressings 
as when it is bare. Bullets and fragments of lead were 
found during the India frontier campaign in the most 
unlikely positions, where they completely crippled the 
victims. In several cases of blood poisoning by bits of 
dirty clothing carried in with a bullet, life was pre- 
served by the detection and removal of the material. 
Besides saving. life and limbs the Réntgen rays prevent 
a great deal of unnecessary suffering caused by the old 
method of probing for bullets. In men severely wounded 
the avoidance of pain doubles the chances of recovery. 


OUR CIVIL WAR AND THE CUBAN WAR. 


Those who are old enough to compare the present 
contest with the great Civil War are noting with in- 
terest and sometimes amusement certain differences be- 
tween the conduct of the two struggles. Then we had 
a host of foreign critics whose cry was that the art of 
war was known only in HDurope, and that the American 
mob would never accomplish anything until it was drilled 
by important talent. Guerowski foamed at us. Cluseret 
was patronizing enough to think that the American could 
be made into a soldier if Cluseret were put in command, 
and every man who had ever smelled gunpowder on the 
other side of the Atlantic was considered a soldier “fit 
to stand with Cesar.” We have since seen Buropeans 
at war, and we cannot discern that they manage much 
better than we did. The Danish war was not very cred- 
itable to the Danes. The French and Austrian wars 
would not have been such extraordinary wars of con- 
quest for the Germans if the defeated had shown the 
indomitable spirit of both North and South after defeats. 

In summing up some results of the war, this 
journal said, in 1864, that the war had shown that no 
army of 60,000 men, though frequently defeated, could 
be destroyed in a single battle, and the word “battle” 
meant such fights as we had in the Wilderness and at 
Gettysburg, but our dictum related only to combatants 
of equally undaunted spirit. Such conditions we have 
not discovered in any of the later European wars except 
that between the Russians and the Turks. In that war 
both parties met the heaviest reverses with a steadfast- 
ness and a ready use of resources which fixed the posi- 
tion of both combatants in the first rank of military na- 
tions, and the conduct of the Germans indicates a simi- 
lar sturdiness, 

Thirty-seven years ago there was a considerable iya- 
migration of men who came to fight for us; men of 
European drill, and they thought and we expected that 
this drill would give them a superiority to the undrilled 
American citizen; but on the whole we found that the 
American, with all his faults at the beginning, was 
capable of a higher development as a soldier that the 
foreigner. Now the entrance of foreigners into our 
Army is discouraged. We want to see Americans on 
guard. 

Then the newspapers were full of urging to the au- 
thorities. They demanded movement, and blustered, 
bullied and raved over the incompetency of every one 
who did not carry our their commands. So far as we have 
noticed, the newspapers nowadays are roaring very mild- 
ly, quite like sucking doves. They do not demand any- 
thing, and the principal mistake they have made is in 
announcing that some important and complicated move- 
ment will commence “to-morrow” or “Tuesday,” and 
giving full details of it, thus being obliged to repeat the 
details daily for a week or two during which the move- 
ment is delayed, and it is very hard to look wise for so 
long a time. 

However, a new generation is on the stage, and we 
notice that it shows some of the same faults that were 
so prominent in its predecessor. Early in the Civil.War 
every battery our men advanced against was a “masked 
battery,” and the newspaper men gave the people the 
impression that our enemy was extraordinarily cunning. 
Later the lively writers discovered that field artillery 
does not strive to make itself a cynosure, but is very 
apt to cover itself by woods or other screen, and the 
masked battery passed out of history. The same love 
of mystery seems to inform the newspaper men of the 
present generation. Nearly every casualty to the land 
forces so far has been announced as occurring as the re- 
sult of “an ambuseade,” and one would think the Span- 
iards the very devil for laying traps, not merely for the 
unwary, but for the wary. In time the knights of the 
quill will learn that a defensive force does not issue “at 
home” cards nor send information of its plans and posi- 
tions, and that these things must be discovered by an 
advance of troops and paid for by losses. Then the 
“ambuscade” will be laid to rest with the “masked bat- 
tery” of the last generation. When, in November, 1861, 
the steamer Baltic, carrying troops to Port Royal, ran 
onto outer Hatteras shoal, some sailor on board informed 
the alarmed soldiers that the vessel was the victim of a 
masked shoal, a sarcastic suggestion which we commend 
to some of our newspaper correspondents,

It will gratify all who appreciate good work to read 
the commendation of our Revenue Cutter Service con- 
tained in the Executive order we publish this week 
under our heading of ofticial orders. The officers of our 
Revenue Cutter Service are vindicating their right, as 
they have upon other occasions, to be considered a part 
of the naval defence of the country. Our revenue cut- 
ters were actively employed soon after the War of the 
Rebellion in hostilities against France and in the 
suppression of piracy; they served as dispatch 
boats and in coast defence in 1812; they were 
useful in the Seminole war an in the war with 
Mexico, and they took an active part in naval op- 
erations during the Civil War. Whenever they have 
been needed they have been called into the service of the 
Navy, and they should receive the recognition such 
service demands. Congress should follow the lead of 
the President and show its appreciation of the Revenue 


Marine by promptly passing the bill now before it pro- 
viding for its reorganization and bestowing ape its mem- 
bers the benefits of retirement. If we are to have custom 
nouses stretching around the globe we shall have greater 
need than ever of efficiency in this branch of the public 
service. The accident of its association with a civil 
department should not mislead us as to its true charac- 
ter. Its officers hold their commissions by a life tenure, 
are specially educated for their work, have naval ti 
command armed cruisers, and maintain naval discipline 
and drill abdéard their ships. 
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MEDICAL ENIGMAS. 


In our late Civil War among the most troublesome 
problems that our medical authorities had to deal with 
were the numerous cases of sham sickness which were 
encountered and of which almost every camp furnished 
typical examples, In our present contest there is every 
reason to believe that these conditions will be duplicated 
and that the same difficulties will be encountered, 

A work recently published by D. Appleton & Co, is in- 
tended to assist in detecting these frauds. Its author is 
Dr. Pierce Bailey, A. M. M. D., Attending Physician 
to the Department of Cnarities and Corrections, New 
York, and to the Almshouse and Hospital for Incurables, 
assistant in Columbia University and consulting neu- 
rologist of St. Luke’s Hospital. It isa work exhibiting 
great professional ability and very careful study of an 
interesting subject, and will prove of special value to 
physicians in and out of the Army who are plagued and 
puzzled by those multitudinous forms of simulated dis- 
ease whieh are included under the general head of “Ma- 
lingering.” It is entitled ““Acciuent and Injury,” and its 
general aim is to show the part played by injury and 
shock in the production of diseases of the nervous sys- 
tem. A special chapter is devoted to malingering, and 
this describes in detail the methods of unmasking decep- 
tions of this kind. In this country and abroad are people 
who make a trade of defrauding railroads by such decep- 
tions. Women, especially, are adepts in the business, 
their cases against heartless corporations making an 
especial appeal to the sympathies of juries. One “Count 
Cejeck,” who claims to be a reduced Bohemian noble, 

uzzled and deluded the cleverest doctors in Chicago by 

is remarkable gift of being able to simulate any disease 

under the sun and to raise or lower his temperature at 
will to 103 or 104 degrees and to increase the beats of 
his pulse to 120 or 130 to the minute. He thus lived at 
the expense of the hospitals, whither he was carried in 
an apparently dying condition, calling on “Annie, the 
delight of my life!” As he varied the performance by 
thus aposirophizing Marie, Lucille, Louise and others, 
suspicion was aroused, and a comparison of notes re- 
sulted in his detection. é 

We refer to this chapter of Dr. Bailey’s work without 
intending to exclude others, His main purpose is to de- 
scribe the conditions which occur and which often pre- 
sent alarming symptoms where there has been actual 
injury to the nervous system itself. The chief of these 
conditions are neurasthenia (nerve weakness) and hys- 
teria, disorders which are extremely common as the 
result of accidents. In order to recognize them, how- 
ever, the physician must be familiar with the symptoms 
which occur when the nervous structure has been seri- 
ously impaired, and for this purpose the author has sum- 
murized the clinical evidences which accompany 
organic injuries. Three “1 are devoted to this, 
(1) to injuries of the brain, (2) to injuries of the spine, 
and (3) to injuries to the peripheral nerves. 





A FEW MORE GENERALS. 
Major Generals: 

J. Warren Keifer, of Ohio. Gen, Keifer is 62 years 
old. Entered the Union Army as a Major 3d Ohio Vol. 
Inf.; served until the surrender of Lee; became a Briga- 
dier General, and was brevetted Major General for gal- 
lant and meritorious conduct. In the battle of the Wil- 
derness he was severely wounded. In 1865 he was ap- 
pointed a Lieutenant Colonel of the 26th Inf., but de- 
clined the place. Since then he has practiced law in 
Ohio. He has been prominent in Grand Army circles, 
holding several high offices in the organization; has 
served in the Ohio Legislature, and was elected to Con- 
gress four times, and was Speaker of the 47th Congress. 

John P. 8S. Gobin, of Pennsylvania. Has a splendid 
war record and is an indomitable soldier. Was Colonel 
of the 47th Penn. Inf., when mustered out late in 1865. 
Has been Adjutant General of Pennsylvania, command- 
er of the National Guard of that State, and is the pres- 
ent Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. No better soldier than “Jack’’ Gobin wears the 
uniform. 

Brigadier Generals: 

Charles Francis Roe, of New York. Was graduated 
from West Point in 1868; promoted to the cavalry; re- 
signed in 1870; was appointed to the cavalry in 1871; 
was for several years Adjutant of his regiment; re- 
signed in 1888; was elected Captain of Troop A, Cav. N. 
G. of New York, and appointed Major of the squadron 
in 1895; held the office until recently, when he was ap- 
pointed Major General of the New York National Guard. 
A fine soldier and disciplinarian. 

Thomas L, Rosser, of Virginia. Was about to gradu- 
ate from West Point when the Rebellion began, but re- 
signed to enter the Confederate service as a Lieutenant. 
He rose to be a Major General of cavalry. Since the 
war he has engaged in civil engineer work, having built 
several sections of the Northern Pacific Railroad, and 
was for a time Chief Engineer of the Canadian Pacific. 

K. Hudson. Was until recently editor of the ‘lo- 
peka, Kan., “Daily Capital.” He is a man somewhat 
less than 60 years of age, and served with distinction 
during the Civil War. 

James H. Barclay, of Illinois. Is a native of Spring- 
field, Ill.; served in the Union Army during the War of 
the Rebellion, enlisting. while a mere youth. Has been 
identified with the National Guard of Illinois for many 
years, and now holds a high position in that organiza- 
tion, 

Charles P. Mattocks, of Maine. Has a splendid war 
record, in brief, as follows: Was appointed Ist Lieuten- 
ant 17th Maine Inf. Vols., August, 1862, and held com- 
mission in every grade from that up to Colonel of the 
regiment, which served its entire term of three years in 
the Army of the Potomac; was brevetted Colonel for 
gallantry at Little Sailors’ Creek, Va.; Brigadier Gen- 
eral for gallant and meritorious service in campaign 
ending with the surrender of Lee; has practiced law in 
Portland since 1867. In 1864 his dash and courage 
received recognition when he was placed in command of 
Berdan’s sharpshooters, which he commanded in the bat- 
tle of the Wilderness. While a prisoner of war he was 
placed as a hostage in Charleston when the Swamp An- 
gel was shelling the city. Escaped; traveled 400 miles 
on foot, and when within sight of the Union lines was 
recaptured and returned to prison. At Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville, the Cedars, Gettysburg, Waping 
Heights, helly’s Ford, Mine Run, wocust Grove, il- 
derness, capture of Petersburg, Amelia Springs and Sail- 
ors’ Spring, Gen. Mattocks served with distinction. 

William W. Gordon, of Georgia, appointed Brigadier 
General, is 60 years of age. His father was the builder 
of the Georgia Central Railroad. Gen. Gordon was a 
soldier in the Confederate army for four years, and be- 
came in time Assistant Adjutant General. Since the 
war he has been a devoted militia officer, and for the 
last nine years has been Colonel of a Georgia regiment 


of cavalry. He is a prominent commission merchant of 
Savannah, and is the father-in-law of Congressman Par- 
ker, of New Jersey. 

Henry Van Ness Boynton. Served gallantly during 
the war as Major and Lieutenant Colonel of the 35th 
Uhio Volunteer Infantry, and received the brevet of 
Brigadier General for his gallantry at Chickamauga and 
Mission Ridge. For some years he has been chairman 
of the Chickamauga and Chattanooga National Military 
Park Commission. He has been for many years one of 
the most etlicient newspaper correspondents in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and in this capacity, it may be remem- 
bered, embroiled himself at one time with Gen, Sherman. 

Gen. Adelbert Ames, of Massachusetts. Was gradu- 
ated from West Point in 1861 and promoted to the artil- 
lery. Was wounded at Bull Run. In 1862 was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the 20th Maine Vols., and in 1863 
Brigadier General of Vols. Made a splendid record for 
himself in many battles. His connection with the Fort 
Fisher ex; tion is a matter of history. Was brevettea 
Major and all the intervening grades to Major General 
for gallantry. anded the Milita istrict of 
Mississippi in 1869 and resigned in 1870. Was soon 
afterwards elected U. S. Senator. Was Governor of 
Mississippi from 1874 to 1876. He is a son-in-law of the 
late Gen, Benjamin F. Butler. 

Gen. Joseph W. Plume, of New Jersey. Is a grand- 
son of the late Surg. William Turk, U. 8. N., and has 
lived in Newark, N. J., since 1843. s been for many 
years in the banking business. Served during a portion 
of the war as Adjutant of the 2d New Jersey, Aide-de- 
Camp to Gen. French, Captain and A. A, G., and proved 
himself a gallant soldier in several battles. In 1 3 he 
was appointed Major and Inspector General of the New 
Jersey National Guard; afterwards Colone! of a regi- 
ment. Was appointed Brigadier General in 1869, and 
was brevetted Major General by Gen. Geo. B. McClellan 
when Governor of New Jersey. Was commissioned 
Major General! in 1885, and has n in command of the 
Division since that time. Possesses all the qualifications 
of a soldier.

NAVY NOTES. 

The Texas, Marblehead and Suwanee on June 18 
shelled Spanish troops near Camp McCalla, Guantanamo, 
Cuba, June 18, and on the 19th at the same place the 
Marblehead, St. Paul, Dolphin, Suwanee and the Ore- 
gon again found occasion to shell the enemy. A com- 
pany of blue jackets was also landed from the Panther 
to reinforce the battalion of marines ashore. 

The Spanish steamer Purisima Concepcion is reported 
to have eluded our warships and reached Manzanillo, 
Cuba, with a large cargo of food and other supplies for 
the Spanish troops. The date of her arrival is given as 
June 18. Havana is supposed to be getting food sup- 
plies from Yucatan, via the Island of Vines, off tne 
Cuban coast and through a Cuban port not within the 
blockading zone. 

A reconnoitering party consisting of a launch of the 
Massachusetts, in command of Lieut. Harlow, and one 
from the New York, in command of Naval Cadet Powell, 
while reconnoitering in a small bay near the entrance 
to Santiago harbor were fired at by Spanish troops, and 
for some minutes there was quite a hot time, but with 
the assistance of the ‘texas and Vixen the Spaniards re- 
treated. No casualties were reported. 

An official dispatch from Havana to Madrid, June 22, 
siys: “An American vessel bombarded the town of 
Casilda, Province of Santa Clara, about five miles south 
of Trinidad, with which it is connected by rail, for three 
hours. She fired 150 big shells. The troops and the 
gunboat Dependiente co-operated in a brilliant defense, 
and the American vessel was obliged to retire after dam- 
aging some houses and shops.” 

Persons having friends resident in Cincinnati will be 
disturbed to learn that a report procege in Spanish 
papers that that “important seaport” has been destroyed 
by “the second division” of Camara’s illusive squadron. 
‘The work must have been done as deftly as that of the 
headsman, whose victim did not learn of his decapitation 
until he tried to sneeze. 





Rear Adml. Erben has received orders from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy directing him, as soon as possible, to 
assign officers and men, mustered into the United States 
service from the militia, to every boat in the patrol 
fleet. Orders have also been sent to the naval officers 
now commanding boats of the fleet detaching them from 
their commands and assigning them to other duty as 
scon as they are relieved. Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Allen says: “Under this order Adml, Erben has 
been enlisting Naval Militia in very satisfactory num- 
bers, a very good quality of men, who are eager for 
service, and capable of meeting all requirements.”” Up 
to this week Adml. Erben had received the returns of 
the Examining Board from six States. The reports 
showed the following number of officers and men to 
have been mustered in: Massachusetts, 32; Connecticut, 
188; New York, 197; Louisiana, 140; Maryland, 139; 
Pennsylvania, 80. Part of the Naval Militia of Massa- 
chusetts, New York and Pennsylvania had already been 
called for to man monitors and auxiliary cruisers when 
the examinations began. There are other Boards whose 
work is not yet completed, but Adml. Erben thinks that 
enough Volunteer sailors have already been mustered 
in to officer and man all the patrol boats now on station. 
The Admiral has sent to the Secretary of the Navy a 
list of Naval Militia officers, whose examinations show 
that they are qualified to serve as commanders of patrol 
boats. Nearly all are graduates of the U. S. Naval 
Academy. It is stated that the sending in of names 
of officers qualified for this service is delayed by the 
delay of Governors of States in certifying to Adml. 
Erben that the officers have been in the service of the 
States and that they have received leaves of absence 
for one year or until the close of the war. 


The repair ship Vulean, Acting Lieut. Comdr. Ira 
Harris, which left Boston this week to join the fleet 
under Adml. Sampson, is a remarkable vessel of its 
kind, having a full force of mechanics of all kinds 
aboard and all manner of appliances and tools that would 
be required to make repairs to a vessel. Spare parts of 
all classes of machinery, propeller blades that can be 
fitted to any of the ships, steam pipes, steam chests and 
boiler tubes are on hand in quantities to supply every 
demand that is likely to be made on them. The value 
of the supplies alone is fixed at $50,000, and from now 
until the war ends this vessel will remain with the main 
fleet ready to give any aid that ordinarily would require 
a vessel to proceed to a navy 7 

At Mare Island, Cal., on June 21, the work on the 
cruiser = pipselphe was nearly completed. The main 
battery of 6-inch rifles has been swung aboard and set 
fn position. The ship has been painted and will be taken 
out of the dock the first of next week. The new deck 
of the U. 8, S. Adams has been about completed, and 
that ship will soon be ready for coramission. ‘The old 
iron third-rate cruiser Ranger will be hauled into the 


quay walls shortly and converted as rapidly as possible 
inte a modern gunboat. Work on the Yorktown is being 
expedited as much as sible, and as fast as the men 
get through with the hiladelphia they will be trans- 
ferred to the Yorktown. 

We are glad to learn that a contract has been awarded 
that eateenricng shipbuilder, Lewis Nixon, ot the Eliza- 
bethport shipbuilding yard, for the construction of the 
largest and best equipped coast survey vessel built for 
the Government. ‘The contract price is $150,000. In 
general appearance she will closely resemble the gunboat 
Annapolis, built at the same yard, and, like her, will be 
of steel throughout, clipper bow, rounded stern, a fair 
spread of canvas, and have a speed of about twelve 
knots. The lines of the new ship promise the develop- 
ment of a vessel that will be the most graceful in the 
service and the best adapted for the work to be per- 
formed by it. Mr. Nixon says her keel will be laid 
shortly, and that he will have her completed well within 
the contract time. 


Few people realize the monotony and discomfort of 
blockade duty in our ships of war, and we can well un- 
derstand the sincerity of the hearty cheers with which our 
transports bringing troops were received by the blockai- 
ing squadron off of Santiago. It is to be hoped t our 
Army will be able to soon relieve the Navy from the 
responsibility for the care of this port. Speaking of the 
humors that occasionally relieve the monotony of block- 
ade duty, the “Sun” tells of an alarm that brought the 
men of twelve vessels of the squadron off Havana to 

uarters at early dawn one morning. “A patrol boat! 

little launch! For perhaps a’ minute it stopped and 
looked into the muzzles of a.hundred guns. Then, wit) 
a shriek of defiance from its shrill whistle, it scuttled 
back into the harbor. I do not know how it appeared tw 
the anxious watchers on the other ships, but it was too 
much for our men. A yell of derision arose that brouglit 
a frown from the Captain and a sympathetic smile from 
the officer of the deck. deep voice under the bridge 
growled: ‘We ought to keep a mouse trap for them fe!- 
lers!’ and then the ships went back to the daily parade.” 


Passed Asst. Surg. Joseph A. Guthrie, U. S. N., passed 
through Washington June 22, en route to Buffalo, N. 
Y., where he has been ordered to duty at a temporary 
recruiting station opened at Buffalo for the purpose of 
enlisting the lake sailors in or about that place for th 
Navy. The immediate purpose is to raise a crew for the 
cruiser Buffalo, formerly the Brazilian dynamite vessel 
Nictheroy. It is believed that there will be a rush on the 
part of the sailors to enlist for service on_the ship bear- 
ing the name of their native city. Lieut. Ged® W. Logan 
is under orders for the Buffalo, which is now fitting out 
at the New York Navy Yard, and will doubtless take a 
full complement of men with him to the ship. Surg. 
Guthrie is also under orders for the Buffalo when the 
recruiting duty is concluded. 

The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius is making terrible 
havoe with Spanish confidence. She is accused of in- 
continently tumbling upon Cuban soil a “job lot” of 
young earthquakes, and the courage of some of the 
Dons, like that of Bob Acres, seems to be “oozing out 
at their finger ends.” Reports are to the effect that the 
Vesuvius creeps out at night, slips down through the 
fleet, and with no flash, no smoke and no noise drops 
three 250-pound dynamite shells “where they -will do 
the most good.” This pastime has been continued for 
nearly a week. Precisely how much material effect has 
been produced upon forts or guns we are unable to say. 
But that the feelings of the Spanish have been badly 
damaged there can be no manner of doubt. 


In a letter to the Cumberland Club of Portland, Me., 
Capt. Frank Wildes, U.S. N., of the Boston, says: “For 
my share of the congratulations will the club please av- 
cept my best thanks. The victory is as satisfactory 
here with us as at home. It was complete, with no 
flukes or misses. It was a fair stand-up fight on 
ground of the Spaniards’ own choosing, in which they 
tried to do their best, but miserably failed. The cause 
was the weight, accuracy and steadiness of our fire. 
which simply overwhelmed them. The Spanish shi)< 
were crowded with men, and their loss was heavy. A 
good story is told of the British Consul, to whom 4 
Spanish lady came with doubts and fears and inquire: 
as to whether the Americans were such as described in 
the Captain General’s proclamation. The Consul said: 
‘Madam, honor and virtue are safer in Manila to-day 
than they have been for 300 years.’ It is very warm 
here, and we have discarded shirts and collars. A whiff 
of cool air from Casco Bay would be a blessing as a 
panacea to our prickly heat.” 


The United States Government has secured eight large 
ocean steamships built at Belfast, Ireland, which are 
specially adapted for transport service. They have steel 
hulls, and seven of the vessels were built for carrying 
freight and cattle. They range from 400 to 425 feet in 
length and from 3,700 to 5,700 gross tonnage, and are 
capable of carrying from 800 to 1,000 men each. Tie 
seven freighters all belonged to the Atlantic Transport 
Line, and are known as the Mohawk, the Mobile, tlie 
Massachusetts, the Manitoba, the Minnewaska, the 
Michigan and the Mississippi. These vessels are not 
fitted with cabins, and consequently have unobstructed 
room between decks, in which pens for the horses of 
the cavalry. can be placed or hammocks swung for troops. 
Every one of these 7 ships has a refrigerating capacit) 
for one thousand tons of fresh meat and an additional! 
capacity for one thousand head of cattle or horses. The 
eighth vessel is the Obdam, of the Holland-America. 
Line, formerly the British Queen. This steamer is a 
remarkably fine vessel of 3,656 tons burden and has a 
speed of sixteen knots. The Obdam has refrigerating 
and electric light plants. The price paid for the eight 
steamers was $4,500,000. 

At the auction sale at Key West, June 27, of con- 
demned prizes captured by United States warships, the 
steamer Argonauta was bid in by the United States 
(iovernment for $17,000, to be used as a transport. The 
other vessels were sold as follows: The brig Frasquita. 
of oyer 325 tons net, $920; the barkentine Lorenzo, of 
281 tons net, $3,010; the bark Carlos F. Roses, 524 tous 
net, $1,310; the steamer Ambrosia Bolivar, of over 106 
tons net, $4,350; Severita, $1,350; Santiago Apostol, $2.- 
700; Fernandita, $500; Espana, $1,310: Poder di Dios. 
$1,010; Antonio Suarez, $1,260; Orient, $350: Quatro de 
Setiembre, $470; Antonio y Paco, $1,910; Lola, $800; En- 
gracia, $1,000; Parquitta, $490; Mascotta, $360; Tres 
Hermanos, $575; Pinero, $1,070; Sofia, $1,550; Mathilde, 
$1,600; Candita, $950. W. A. Merryday purchased the 
Lorenzo and John W. Sawyer bought the Ambrosia 
Bolivar. The Parquitta was a sloop, and all the other 
vessels not already described were schooners, mostly 
fishing smacks, ranging from 120 tons, in the case of the 
Mascotta, to 25 tons, which was the net tonnage of the 
k ernandita. 

Ex-Secretary of the Navy Tracy rightly contends that 
the three battleships Indiana, Massachusetts and Ore- 
gon, with their 13-inch guns, are the most powerful in 
the world, and that nothing can whip them. There are 
16-inch guns mounted on some Italian warships, but 


they are not to be considered seriously. No ships afloat 
have the defence given by the 18-inch Harveyized armor 
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of these vessels. They are, moreover, excellent sea- 
going ships, as ex mee has shown. Asked by a 
“World” representative as to how our Navy com 5 
with other navies, Tracy said: “Ship for ship, it 
is the equal of any, em in some respects we have 
pot kept pace with the world in recent years. We orig- 
inated the armored r, the New York being the first 
vessel of that type. It has, in addition to the protective 
deck, an outside belt of armor beginning below the water 
line and extending to the level of the protective deck. 
The Brooklyn was an improvement on the New York, 
but other nations have adopted our idea and excelled us 
in its development. Spain has six armored cruisers 
which are stronger than ours, carrying 11-inch guns, 
where the New York carries six and the Brooklyn eight 
S-inch guns. And yet,” Gen. any | added, “I don’t know 
that I should be afraid to have the Brooklyn meet any 
of the Spanish ships. There is the difference in the men, 
of course; and our ships would have eight large guns 
against the Spaniard’s two, and several hits with the 
8-inch gun would be likely to settle the business for the 
Spanish vessel. I believe the 10-inch gun to-day is as 
effective as the 13-inch gun was when we built the Ore- 
gon in all but one particular, and that is in the explosive 
foree of the shell. But either shell, if it exploded in a 
ship, would be terribly destructive, and no ship could 
stand many such explosions.”” Gen. Tracy said he looked 
for a large increase of the Navy in the immediate future, 
because he believed the war had given the people of the 
country an object lesson in its value. We may add that 
England has twenty-six armored cruisers built and build- 
ing; France, nineteen; Russia, eleven; Germany, five; 
Italy, three, and Japan, seven. 

The London “Army and Navy Gazette,” speaking of 
the present contest with Spain, says: “Everything tends 
to show that the direct outeome of the war will be to 
infuse new energy into all naval preparations. People in 
the United States, to whom the Navy has never been 
anything but a name, now realize its insufficiency, and 
feel that an intolerable condition has been raised by the 
operations of Adml, Cervera, which, though the fact 
was overlooked, have been the key of the situation. The 
‘yellow’ Journals have much to answer for. They de- 
scribed the operations against Spain as mere child's play, 
but the difficulties that have n encountered, or at 
least the slow progress that has been made, have brought 
home to the thinking classes, the conviction that, if such 
conditions prevail in a conflict with Spain, far more 
arduous would be a struggle with a greater power.” 

The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius has definitely ascer- 
tained that the sunken collier Merrimac does not block 
the channel at the entrance of Santiago Harbor, by 
going in and sailing all around the wreck. 

The battalion of U.S. Marines in camp at Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, under Col. Huntington, are reported to be in 
excellent health and anxious to capture or drive out the 
Spanish garrison at Caimanera. The wounded are re- 
ported to be progressing very favorably. 

While the American troops were fighting a few miles 
from Jaraugua, Cuba, June 24, a Spanish force en- 
deavoring to oy! that part of the railroad skirtin 
the coast from the latter place to Santiago, was shell 
by the New York the Scorpion and the Wasp, and forced 
to beat a retreat. 

A as trial trip was made with the torpedo 
boat Rowan on June 24 from Seattle to Tacoma, Wash., 
and return. A telegram reports a speed of 25 knots de- 
veloped with a steam pressure of 175 pounds. The tor- 
pedo boat McKee left the Brooklyn Navy Yard June 24 
and proceeded on her way to Key West. The 4 
boat Morris arrived at the Navy Yard, New York, June 
24, for some light repairs to her machinery. Her des- 
tination is Key West.

“By the President of the United States of America. 
“A PROCLAMATION. 


“Whereas, For the reasons set forth in r! proclamation of 
April 22, 1898, a blockade of the ports on the northern coast 
of Cuba, from Cardenas to Bahia Honda inclusive, and of 
the port of Cienfuegos, on the south coast of Cuba, was de- 
clared to have been instituted; and 

‘‘Whereas, It has become desirable to extend the blockade 
to other Spanish ports; 

“Now, therefore, I, William McKinley, President of the 
United States, do hereby declare and proclaim that, in addi- 
tion to the blockade of the ports specified in my proclama- 
tion of April 22, 1898, the United States of America has in- 
stituted and will maintain an effective block of all the ports 
on the south coast of Cuba, from Cape Frances to Ca 
Cruz, inclusive, and also of the port of San Juan, in the 
island of Porto Rico. 

“Neutral vessels lying In any of the ports to which the 
blockade is by the present proclamation extended will be 
allowed thirty days to issue therefrom, with cargo. 

“In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of the United States to be affixed. 

“Done at the ot of Washington, this twenty-seventh day 
of June, A. D. 1898, and of the independence of the United 
the one hundred and twenty-second.

HONORS FOR THE REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 
To the Congress of the United States. 

On the 11th day of May, 1898, there occurred a conflict 
in the Bay of Cardenas, Cuba, in which the naval torpedo 
boat Winslow was disabled, her commander wounded, and 
one of her officers and a part of her crew killed, by the 
enemy’s fire. 

In. the face of a most galling fire from the epema’s gene. 
the revenue cutter Hudson, commanded by Ist Lieut. Frank 
H. Newcomb, United States Revenue Cutter Service, res- 
cued the disabled Winslow, her wounded commander, and 
remaining crew. The commander of the Hudson kept his 
vessel-in the very hottest-fire of the action, although in con- 
stant ener of going ashore on account of the shallow 
water until he finally got a line made fast to the Winslow 
and towed that vessel out of range of the enemy’s guns, a 
deed of special gallantry. 

I recommend that, in soongpitien of the signal act of 
heroism of ist Lieut. Frank H. Newcomb, U. 8. Revenue 
Cutter Service, above set forth, the thanks of Gongzees be 
extended to him and to his officers and men of the Hudson, 
and that a gold medal of honor be presented to Lieut. New- 
comb, a silver medal of honor to each of his officers, and a 
bronze medal of honor to each member of his crew who 
served with him at Cardenas. 

It will be remembered that Congress by appropriate action 
recognized the several commanders of ships of war for their 
services in the battle of Manila, May 1, 1898. he com- 
mander of the revenue cutter Hugh McCulloch, present and 
in active co-operation with the fleet under Commo.

HONORS TO NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR HOBSON. 


To the Congress of the United States. 

On the morning of the of June, 1 
Constr. Richmond P. Hobson, U. 8. N., 
crew of seven men, in charge of the partially dismantled 
eollier Merrimac, entered the fortified harbor of Santiago, 
Cuba, for the purpose of sinking the collier in the narrowest 
portion of the channel, and thus interposing a serious ob- 
stacle to the egress of the Spanish fleet which had recently 
entered that harbor. This enterprise, demanding coolness, 
as and bravery amounting to heroism, was carried 
nto successful execution in the face of a persistent fire from 
the hostile fleet as well as from the fortitications on shore. 

Rear Adml. Sampson, Commander-in-Chief of our naval 
force in Cuban waters, in an official report dated “Off Santi- 
ago de Cuba, June 3, 1898,"" and addressed to the Secretary 
of the Navy, referring to Mr. Hobson's gallant exploit, says: 

Sampson’s letter in “Army and Navy Journal” 
of June 25, page 871.) 

The members of the crew who were with Mr. Hobson on 
this memorable occasion have already been rewarded for 
their services by advancement, which, under the provisions 
of law and regulation, the Secretary of the Navy was au- 
thorized to make, and the nomination to the Senate of Naval 
Cadet Powell who, in a steam launch, followed the Merri- 
mac on her pois trip for the paspece of rescuing her 
force after the sinking of that vessel, to be advanced in 
rank to the grade of Ensign, has been prepared and will be 
submitted. 

Cushing, with whose gallant act in blowing up the ram 
Albemarle during the Civil War, Adml. Sampson compares 
Mr. Hobson’s sinking of the Merrimac, received the thanks 
of Congress, upon recommendation of the President, by 
name, and was, in consequence, under the provisions of 
Section 1508 of the revi statutes, advanced one grade, 
such advancement embracing fifty-six numbers. The sec- 
tion cited applies, however, to line officers only, and Mr. 
Hobson, being a member of the staff of the Navy, could not, 
under its provisions, be so advanced. 

In considering the question of suitably rewarding Asst. 
Naval Constr. Hobson for his valiant conduct on the occa- 
sion referred to, I have deemed it proper to address this 
message to you, with the recommendation that he ‘receive 
the thanks of Congress, and, further, that he be transferred 
to the line of the Navy and promoted to such position there- 
in as the President, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, may determine. Mr. Hobson's transfer from 
the Construction Corps to the line is fully warranted, he 
having received the necessary technical ae as a grad- 
uate of the Naval Academy, where he stood No. 1 in his 
class, and such action is recommended, partly In deference 
to what is understood to be his own desire, although, he 
being now a prisoner in the hands of the enemy, no direct 
communication on the subject has been received from him, 
and partly for the reason that the abilities displayed by 
him at Santiago are of such a character as to indicate espe- 
cial fitness for the duties of the line.

FROM THE SECRETARIES OF WAR AND NAVY.

“Feeling the greatest yugety for the relatives and 
friends of the heroes who were killed near Santiago on 
Friday, in burying the dead take every precaution to 
exactly locate each grave, so that, in some future time, 
the last resting place of the soldiers can be visited by 
the beloved ones that are now at home.” 





To Lieut. (J. G.) Victor Blue, U. 8. N.: 

*‘Lieut. Blue just returned after a detour of seventy 
statute miles to observe in the harbor of Santiago de 
Cuba. He reports the Spanish fleet all there.” 

Second—The Department realizes that this simple 
cablegram is evidence that your efforts in making this 
detour into the heart of the enemy’s country, by which 

ou ascertained information very much desired, must 
ave been attended with great risk to your personal 
safety, and that you possessed the coolness, nerve and 
bravery requisite to perform such duty under trying cir- 
cumstances. Undoubtedly it must have been gratifying 
to the commander-in-chief to know that the confidence 
he reposed in you to perform this duty was not mis- 
laced, and the Department takes much pleasure in 
ighly commending you for this service, and feels sure 
that your action will prove to be an example for your 
brother officers to emulate, and a most favorable augury 
for your future career in a service already distinguished 
by the personal heroism of its members. Very respect- 
fully, Joun D. Lone, Secretary. 





The Navy Department on June 27 issued the following offi- 
cial statement: 

“Commo. J. A. Howell is assigned to the command of the 
first squadron of the North Atlantic fleet. Commo. W. 8. 
Schley is assigned to the command of the second squadron 
of the North Atlantic fleet. Commo. John C. Watson Is as- 
signed to the command of the Eastern squadron. 

The Eastern squadron will be composed of the following 
vessels: Flagship Newark, pattie Iowa, battleship Ore- 
gon, cruiser Yosemite, cruiser Yankee, cruiser Dixie, and 
the colliers Scindia, Abarenda and Alexander. This squad- 
ron will sail for the coast of Spain shortly.” 





The Navy Department on June 29 made public the follow- 
ing extracts of a dispatch from Rear Adml. Dewey, U. 8. 
N., dated Cavite, June 23: 

“No change in the situation since my telegram of June 17. 
Five German, three British, one French and one Japanese 
men-of-war in port. The insurgents are constantly closing in 
on the city. Aguinaldo, the insurgent leader, with thirteen 
of his staff, arrived May 19, by my permission, on the Nan- 
shan. He established himself at Cavite, outside of the ar- 
senal, under the protection of our guns, and organized his 
army. The —o of Aguinaldo has been wonderful. He 
has invariably conducted the war humanely. My relations 
with him are cordial, but my conferences have generally 
been only of a personal nature.”

“Three Spanish generals took part in the fight at 
Sevilla yesterday. ive wagon loads of woun were 
carried into Santiago, and many other wounded got 
there on horses or afoot. We can see Morro Castle and 
the flag very distinctly from our position. The Cubans 
confirm the reports as to the fine character of the forti4- 
cations around the city. Seven lines of berbed wire are 
stretched around the trenches. The Spaniards haye re- 
cently dug ‘deep trenches around the entire city, connect- 
ing a series of small forts.

“We can plainly see Santiago less than seven miles 
away. The country is level for six miles this side of 
the city, except for hills on the south, which extend to 
within a_ mile of Santiago.

Gen. Chaffee occupies Se- 
villa to-day. “Youna.” 





_Gen. Linares, commanding the Spanish forces at San- 
tiago de Cuba, sent the following dispatch to Madrid: 
“The enemy's disembarkation continues in a bay in the 
mining districts, which, after destroying the villean, we 
had to abandon, owing to the fleet keeping up an inces- 
sant fire on us from their heavy guns at a distance of 
2,000 metres. Our infantry is being entrenched, and we 
are taking away all war material with us.”

“The Hon. Russel A. Alger, Secretary of War, Washington: 

“Off Siboney, Cuba, June 27.—The graves of the dead are 
marked so that there will be no mistake In identification. 
The health of the command is reported to me by the sur- 
zeon as remarkable outside of the wounded. There are to- 
day less than 150 men sick. So far no wounded have died 
and but two men of disease since leaving Tome.

“Replying to your dispatch, I have to report that a 
careful investigation has been made, and it is reported to 
me that apparent mutilation was probably due to small 
caliber bullets fired at short range, and I withdraw the 
charge of mutilation.

“Playa del Este. June 26.—The following is a list of

“On the morning of the 16th the batteries at the entrance 
of Santiago were subjected to a severe bombardment by the 
fleet. The firing was deliberate and in general most excel- 
lent. The batteries were quickly silenced. On the 15th the 
Texas, Marblehead and Suwanee destroyed the fort at Guan- 
tanamo. On the 16th the Yankee engaged a Spanish gun- 
boat off Cienfuegos. On the 17th Lieut. Harlow, with two 
steam launches, one under Cadet Powell and one under 
Cadet Hart, made an examination of Cabanas Bay. 

“The launches were subjected to aheavy and continued fire 
at short range and were struck seventeen times, although no 
one was hurt. Lieut. Harlow in his report rey 
praises the conduct cf Cadets Hart and Powell and Cox- 
swains O’Donneil and Blom. On the 19th Gen. Garcia and 
his staff visited the flagship, having arrived that morning at 
Gen. Rabi’s camp at Acerraderos. My impressions of Gen. 
Garcia are of the most pleasant character. 

“He is a large, handsome man of the most frank and en- 
gaging manners and of most soldierly appearance. The fleet 
has with my directions furnished army clothing and food to 
the Cuban forces, both east and west of Santiago. Much 
has been done 'n this direction at Guantanamo by Comdr. 
McCalla, who has been most energetic in rendering them all 
assistance possible. Great activity and courage has been 
shown by the Cubans at Guantanamo, and Comdr. McCalla 
is most eulogistic in reference to their conduct. 

“There are about 10,000 Cuban forces in this immediate 
vicinity. On June 20 the Army transports arrived, and Gen. 
Shafter and I paid a visit to Gens. Garcia and Rabi. The 
process of disembarkation was rendered difficult by heavy 
seas, the heaviest which we have had during the three weeks 
the fleet has been stationed here. By 3 in the afternoon, 
however, 4,000 were ashore, and the work was proceeding 
with great rapidity. The pier was not injured, and one of 
the steamers went alongside of it. The water supply was 
not injured. The Vesuvius has done almost nightly firing 
since she has been here, the explosion of the i! 
ing very great effect. SAMPSON.”

. 7, Navy Department on June 28 posted the following 
ulletin: 

“Capt. Sigsbee reports that on Wednesday afternoon the 
St. Paul, while off San Juan, Porto Rico, was attacked by a 
Spanish unprotected cruiser and the Spanish torpedo boat 
destroyer Terror. The Terror made a dash which was 
averted by the St. Paul. The St. Paul hit the Terror three 


times, killing one officer and two men and wounding sev- 
eral others. The Terror got back under cover of the forti- 
fications with difficulty and was towed into the harbor in a 


sinking condition, where she is now being repaired. Later 
a cruiser and a gunboat started out, but remained under 
protection of the forts.’ 





Rear Adml. Sampson on June 27, off Santiago, Cuba, 
issued the following bulletin to his fleet: 

“From a sveest made by one of the wounded, a neapew of 
Surg. Berryhill, of the flagship New York, a considerable 
part of the damage to our troops on Friday last was done by 
‘-millimetre machine guns manned by seamen, so that there 
would seem to be some probability in the report of the use 
ashore of the crews of Adml. Cervera’s squadron.” 


Judge Hobson, father of Naval Constr. Hobson, U. 8. N., 
on June 80 received this cable message from his son: 

“Santiago de Cuba, June 28.—My health continues good. 
Feel no uneasiness about me.”

THE THIRD MANILA EXPEDITION. 


The third expedition to Manila comprising four trans- 
ports and numbering some 4,000 officers and men, with 
supplies, sailed from San Francisco, Cal., June 27, and 
should reach Manila by Aug. 1 next. The assignment 
of troops on the various transports was as follows: 

Steamer Morgan City—The 1st Idaho Vols. and the 
1st Nebraska recruits. 

Steamer City of Para—The 13th Minnesota. 

Steamer Indiana—One battalion of the 18th U. S. Inf., 
one battalion of the 23d U. S. Inf., the Signal Corps, a 
detachment of engineers and Gen. Arthur McArthur 
and staff. y 

Steamer Ohio—1st Wyoming Vols., Batteries G and I, 

dU. 8. Art., and recruits of the 138th Minnesota. 

The fleet was followed on June 29 by the steamer Va- 
lencia with the Ist N.. D. Vols., and the steamer New- 
yort, which had on board Batteries H and K, 3d Art., 

. S. A.; the Astor independent battery, and Gen. Merritt 
and his staff. The Newport and Valencia are expected 
to overtake the fleet in a few days. Before the troops 
embarked on the transports they undertook a five-mile 
march from Camp Merritt to the wharf, and through the 
greatest crowd of people ever assembled in San Fran- 
cisco. It was all the police guard could do to make a 
narrow passage through the masses of people sufficient 
to permit the troops to march, and it was one great roar 
of cheering along the entire route, while the men re- 
eeived numerous parcels from the throng. 

Gen. Merritt has already drafted a proclamation in 
Spanish and English to be issued to the Philippines on 
his arrival there. In this proclamation the islanders 
would be informed that the United States intended to 
establish a stable Government which would free them 
from the troubles that had afflicted them. This procla- 
mation would deny the charges of priests that the 
Americans would interfere with the Catholic religion. 
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There would be no such interference, nor would any 

changes be made except in the interests of good govern- 

ment. The proclamation would receive the widest pub- 

ann over the islands through the newspapers and pos- 
rs.

NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 


The editorial in last week’s “Army and Navy Journal” 
regarding the Navy Personnel bill had the effect of 
stirring up the friends of that measure in the House. 
The Naval Committee decided to have a sub-committee 
wait upon Speaker Reed, and see what could be done. 
While the bill may come up in the House for considera- 
tion any day, it has a slim chance for consideration in 
the Senate before the winter session. Congress will 


likely adjourn next week, or as soon as the Hawaiian 
question is disposed of. Unquestionably something 
should be done for the Navy before che adjournment. 
In the “London Chronicle’ Mr. Henry Norman gives the 
following table to show that a powerful American Navy 
is already an accomplished fact:

This list comprises only first-rate modern vessels; it 
does not include a number of gunboats, the monitors 
built during the Rebellion, the Vesuvius and the Katah- 
din. With no further increase, therefore, the American 
Navy takes an important comparative place upon the 
seas, but its increase is certain. 

Legislation for the Personnel bill should have re- 
ference to this increase, and the magnificent display of 
ability and daring exhibited by every class in our Navy 
from the stokehole to the quarterdeck should not go 
unrecognized or unrewarded. Not only should recog- 
nition be given to individuals, but to the Navy person- 
nel as a whole. Speaking for megend Mr. Norman 
says: “Dewey, with his dash upon Manila; Hobson and 
his companions, going quietly to apparently certain 
death, and ships offering the whole muster roll as volun- 
teers to accompany him; Rowan, with his life in his 
hand at every minute of his journey to Gomez and back, 
worse than death awaiting him if caught; Blue, making 
his 70-mile reconnaissance about Santiago; Whitney, 
with compass and notebook in pocket, dishwashing his 
perilous way round Porto Rico—this is the old daring 
of our common race.”

The United States Treasury Department, under date 
of June 28, 1898, issued the following circular relative 
to contraband of war: 

The President, by his proclamation of April 26, 1898, de- 
clared: “The neutral flag covers enemy’s goods, with the ex- 
ception of contraband of war.” 

“The term contraband of war comprehends only articles 
having a pesgevent destination, as to an enemy’s port or 
fleet. With this explanation, the following articles are, for 
the present, to be treated as contraband: 

“Absolutely contraband: The list embraces horses, arms, 
ammunition, armor plate, saltpetre, military and naval 
stores, equipments, —< ” ete. 

“Conditionally contraband: Coal, when destined for a naval 
station, a port of call, or a ship or ships of the enemy; ma- 
terials for the construction of railways or telegraphs, and 
money, when such materials or money are destined for the 
enemy's forces; provisions, when destined for an enemy’s 
ship or ships, or for a place that is besieged.’”’

NEW CORPS BADGES AND FLAGS, 


The War Department has determined upon a complete 
set of new designs for corps badges, and division and 
brigade flags. The designs have been prepared under 
the direction of Maj. H. O. 8S. Heistand, A. A. G., he 
having been assigned to this duty. by Adjt. Gen. H. ¢, 
Corbin. The corps badge serves as a mark of identifi- 
eation on the field of battle. In selecting the designs for 
the corps badges it was necessary that they be of such a 
simple description as to be easily made out by any 
soldier. The designs selected are these: 

Cavalry Corps—A winged horse foot. 

Artillery Corps—Crossed conical projectiles, with round 
shot above center. 

First Corps—A circle over the letter “I,” of special design. 

nd Corps—A four-leaf clover. 

Third Corps—A three-tooth c!utch. 

Fourth Corps—A cee. 

Fifth Corps—A five-bastion fort. 

Sixth Sy six-foot sprocket. 

Seventh Corps—A seven-pointed star. 

Eighth Corps—Two circles overlapping each other, resem. 
bling the figure 8. 

Ninth Corps—A buzzsaw with nine teeth.

Eleventh Corps—Badge of the Tenth Corps, with hori.

Corps headquarters will be designated by a swallow 
tail flag of yellow, re in the center the corps sym- 
bol, in red, bordered in white and edged in blue. 

Division headquarters will be designated by a flag 
with the co symbols in the center: 

First Division—A white flag, with corps symbol in red. 

Second Division—A blue flag, with corps symbol in white. 

Third Division—A red flag, with corps symbol in blue. 

Brigade headquarters will be designated by triangular 
pennants divided vertically into three parts, with the 
stripe next the staff of a color to represent the number 
of the brigade in the division: First brigade, red; Sec- 
ond, white; Third, blue. In the center of the flag will be 
the corps symbol in the color designating the. division 
to which the brigade belongs and a triangle at the point. 
These are to be the colors of the pennants, reading from 


the staff:

The divisional cavalry will be designated by a swal-

The artillery corps will be designated by a swallow

he corps badges just adopted are to be habitually 
worn on the front of the hat, or on the crown of the 
forage cap, by enlisted men, and on the left breast by 
officers. ey will be of felt of the color designating the 
division to which the wearer belongs; the badge to be one 
and one-half inches high, or occupying a space of one 
and one-half inches square. Officers and enlisted men 
belonging to a corps and not attached to a division will 
wear the corps symbol of the size above described, in 
red, bordered in white, one-sixteenth of an inch, and 
edged in blue, one thirty-second of an inch. If preferred, 
officers and enlisted men are authorzied to wear the 
proper badge, made of gold or yellow metal enameled in 
the proper colors. members of the provost guard 
when on duty may wear on the left breast, as a badge 
of authority, the corps symbol three inches high, or oc 
cupying a space three inches square, made of tin or 
white metal.

They enjoy the surveillance of the for- 
mer National Guardsmen even less than their thankless 
drudgery.” The “hard tasks“ is rather satirical. “Easy 
tasks” would have been nearer the mark. 

Maj. Gen. Miles, in discussing the criticisms that have 
been passed upon the movements of the Army, said to- 
day (Thursday): “While it is very difficult for the Amer- 
ican people to understand the necessity for making pre- 
parations for war, and the great burden and labor of 
equipping an army of 278,000 men, it is also difficult 
for them to comprehend that it takes time to manufac- 
ture the munitions of war for such an organization— 
food, clothing, uniforms, arms, ammunition, transporta- 
tion, horse equipment, artillery, tentage, camp equipage, 
cooking utensils, medical supplies, engineering appliances, 
ordnance stores, railroad and steamboat transportation, 
pontoons, appliances for bridge building, temporary 
docks, waarves and piers, balloon material—and all of 
the thousand things essential to the thorough equipment 
of the Army. The United States did not have these 
things on hand and it was absolutely necessary to ac- 
quire them in a few weeks’ time. Within a compara- 
tively short time the troops have been mobilized, officers 
appointed, the men drilled, disciplined, and prepared for 
the serious duties of actual war. At the same time a 
thorough knowledge of the enemy had to be obtained, 
the number and disposition of its forces, as well as 
everything possible about their arms and equipment. 
Within a short time the insurgents have been supplied 
with munitions of war—at least, twenty thousand of 
them. In that which they needed most, they were most 
entirely out. Two million rounds of cartridges were sup- 
plied them. While this was being done, one Army Corps 
has been equipped and put inte the field, while the second 
is starting off on another expedition. The insurgents 
have been moved to the north side of Santiago to the 
number of several thousand—between seven and ten 
thousand. This has required a month to bring about. 
All are now engaged in making a simultaneous attack on 
the Spaniards at Santiago.” 

Gen. Miles may well congratulate himself and the 
Army on the results of this preparation. One of the 
most difficult operations of war—the landing of troops 
on a hostile shore, has been completed without the Joss 
of a man. Gen. Shafter succeeded in completely 
outwitting the Spaniards, and while they were brilliantly 
repulsing an imaginary attack at one point, according to 
a Madrid dispatch, our troops were making good their 
foothold elsewhere. This is an auspicious beginning of 
what we believe will be a campaign that will silence 
clamor concerning the inaction of our Army, and prove 
that every hour of seeming delay has been well spent. 


Arrangements for carrying the mail to the soldiers of 
Gen. Shafter’s expedition have been made by -Mr. Shal- 
lenberger, the Second Assistant Postmaster General, and 
a fast mail steamer has been put into the service plying 
between Key West and wherever the army of invasion 
make its base of operations. When the troops left 
Key West several post office officials accompanied them. 
They had instructions from the Postmaster General to 
establish a post office wherever the Army made its head- 
quarters, and to move the same when expedient. Ar- 
rangements have been mae to have all the mail intended 
for the soldiers now at Camp Alger who are detailed to 
accompany the second army of invasion to be sent to 
Fortress Monroe, where it will be put aboard the trans- 
ports and distributed en route. It is the intention of the 
Department to provide at least a weekly service in Cuba. 
The post office officials are considering the advisability 
of transferring the responsiblity for war mail matter to 
the War Department. The idea is té™;ave the Adjutant 
General held responsible for the maik intended for the 
regiments. Whenever a Government teaves Key 
West for Cuba such mail matter as has tebd resid | 
be sent along with it, since it is the wish De 
ment to give the soldiers all the service pat

THE MILITARY SITUATION. 

A military situation which changes every day is ex- 
cessively embarrassing to a paper which does not pub- 
lish extras, and when it is complicated by the fact that 
the Generals who control the situation are beginning to 
display an unfortunate penchant for doing things just 
between the times of our going to press and the mail- 
ing of our issue, our readers must bear with us if some 
of the news we publish is overshadowed by later facts. 

We are led to make these remarks by Gen. Shafter’s 
unwarranted energy. It was reasonable to assume that 
a proper regard for the feelings of a service paper should 
have dictated the propriety of his delaying his advance 
until the paper was actually in the hands of its readers. 
But he has exhibited a most reprehensible activity. Not 
content with making a successful and admirable land- 
ing, he has advanced to within easy striking distance of 
Santiago, and for all we know to the contrary may, as 
we write this, have captured the place and made this 
particular situation a back number. 

As soon as the troops were landed—under the general 
direction of Gen. Lawton—positions were taken to cover 
our front, which operation developed itself into a de- 
cided offensive one. Our advance, consisting of the 
lst and 10th Cav. under Gen. Young, and the Ist Vol. 
Cay. under Col. Wood and Lieut. Col, Roosevelt, struck 
the enemy at a place called La Quasina, near Sevilla, 
which is on the main road from Baiquiri, and seven 
miles from Santiago. The country is covered with dense 
thickets exceedingly difficult to penetrate. All reportg 
seem to concur in stating that our left, consisting of the 
Volunteer cavalry, pressing forward with too much con- 
fidence, was received by the Spanish with an effective 
and disastrous fire. For a time the situation was criti- 
cal.. The firing of the enemy is said to have been very 
accurate, and is reported by Adml. Sampson to have 
been from machine guns manned by men from Cervera’s 
fleet. Our men for a moment were thrown into some 
confusion, but under the inspiriting leadership of their 
officers.and reinforced by the regular cavalry under Gen. 
Young they renewed the offensive and drove the enemy 
from a block house they were holding, and pursued them 
to Sevilla. The loss at first reported as ten killed and 
forty wounded, has grown to sixteen killed and nearly 
fifty wounded, besides a dozen missing. The Spanish 
loss is reported by fugitives from Santiago at seventy- 
seven killed and eighty-nine wounded. 

Whether this serious loss was the result of an incau- 
tious advance, or attributable to the fighting qualities 
of the enemy, it has been a severe lesson. But neverthe- 
less it is not the over cautious who succeed in war, es- 
pecially in an advance. To properly profit from the suc- 
cess of our landing—utilize the spirit of our troops and 
reduce to a minimum the annoyances of a campaign in 
such a climate warranted the taking of chances. 
Besides this, such a rapid and successful initiative has 
undoubtedly affected the morale of the enemy. 

Our heavy guns, supplies and material have been 
landéd in safety, and the necessary engineering work 
on the roads made safe to undertake and complete. An 
important operation, that of cutting off a large part of 
the enemy’s water supply and deflecting it to our own 
use, has been carried out by the Engineers. We have 
most probably cut off the garrison of Guantanamo from 
an easy retreat to Santiago and seriously threaten the 
important work at the entrance to the harbor of Morro 
Castle, 

The country now occupied by our advance, and that 
over which ,uture operations will occur, is reported as 
reac> awly open, Gen. Shafter has been reinforced by 
1,3u0 troops under Gen. Duffield from Camp Alger, and 
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given full discretion as to future work. A further 
reinforcement under Gen. Garretson will soon be on the 
way. As the Spanish are reported to be heavily rein- 
forced by troops from interior garrisons, it is believed 
that the War Department was in favor of delaving attack 
until additions said to amount to twenty-seven regi- 
ments and soon to be on their way from Chickamauga, 
Tampa and Jacksonville, reach the scene. 

This was left, however, entirely to the military 
judgment of Gen. Shafter, who is credited with the in- 
tention of waiting until his siege artillery is brought for- 
ward and he can bring it to bear. The enemy has to a 
great extent utilized barbed wire for defensive purposes. 
As there are several lines of it surrounding important 
points the difficulties of attack will be greatly increased. 

In fine, the conditions in front of Santiago may be con- 
sidered as distinctly favorable. Our troops are near 
enough to the place to take advantage of opportunities. 
They occupy a position threatening both Santiago and 
Morro, and according to all reports are in good spirits 
and anxious to come to conclusions with the foe. The 
enemy has been assumed to be about fourteen thousand, 
but rumors to the effect that twenty thousand reinforce- 
ments had arrived, or are near at hand, are current. 

Our advance consists of Gen. Lawton’s brigade on the 
Santiago road and Gen. Chaffee’s and Col. Clark’s 
brigades, with about three thousand Cubans under 
Aguirre across the Rio Gauma about a mile, and about 
three and one-half from the city. Gen. Wheeler, with the 
cavalry, was between Sevilla and the Gauma. The rest 
of the Army was approaching the city by various roads, 
Headquarters were at Sevilla. 

It is a reasonable prediction that our first serious ef- 
forts may be directed against the Morro Fort, both to 
facilitate the entrance of the fleet and to secure posses- 
sion of the railway. How strong the work is on its land 
approach is not definitely known, but it is most probable 
that its armament is mainly on its sea face. 

Passing now to the movements of Gen. Merritt and the 
conditions at Manila, they can be epitomized in the state- 
ment that none of our expeditions had reached the Philip- 
pines up to June 23; that Gen. Merritt with the third 
expedition has already started, so that there are now on 
the way about ten thousand men, with as many more to 
follow, making the total of the eight corps twenty-one 
thousand. Aguinaldo with thirty thousand well armed 
insurgents holds his grip on Manila, and it is estimated 
that in the vicinity and at various points on the islands 
that there are one hundred thousand Filipmos variously 
armed. 

Capt. Gen. Augusti sends discouraging dispatches to 
Madrid so far as his immediate surroundings are con- 
cerned, but claims that the insurgents in other islands 
have been defeated in various engagements. He appears 
to place a good deal of reliance on an expected inter- 
vention by the German fleet, which is being increased. 
It is semi-officially stated that Adml. Von Diedrich may 
land a body of German marines—with the concurrence of 
the United States—to protect German interests in case 
of an attack by insurgents. Adml. Dewey only awaits 
the arrival of reinforcements to take decided action with 
regard to the capture of the city, and it remains to be 
seen whether Germany will go to the extreme that 
many apprehend. 

Should Camara’s fleet pass through the Suez Canal it 
can then be asserted that a definite attempt to recover 
Manila is intended. It would take him nearly a month 
to reach Manila from Suez, and by that time our troops 
should be in possession of Manila and Adml. Dewey well 
strengthened. He reports under date of the 23d that 
there are five German, three British, one French and 
one Japanese men-of-war in the. harbor.

Maj. Gen. Miles on June 23 issued the following order 
relative to reports of engagements: “After every battle 
or engagement with the enemy written reports thereof 
will be made by commanders of regiments, separate bat- 
talions or squadrons, companies or detachments, and by 
all commanders of a higher grade, each in what concerns 
his own command, which reports will be forwarded 
through the proper channel to the Adjutant General of 
the Army. 

“Commanding officers of all detached or independent 
batteries, troops or companies in the field will forward 
a monthly company return direct to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army. 

“In order that the War Department may be in posses- 
sion of the latest information respecting the Army, all 
returns, muster-rolls, etc., will be promptly forwarded 
when due.” 





Some of our Volunteer troops do not appear to under- 
stand that sleeping on post is one of the most serious of- 
fences a soldier can be guilty of; so grave in fact that a 
court can condemn a guilty man to death for the of- 
fence. In some emergencies this may yet be done. In 
the beginning of active service before the troops are in 
front of the enemy light sentences are perhaps justified, 
as the Volunteers on guard are not used to a broken rest 
during the twenty-four hours of their detail to guard 
duty. The system is a most tiresome and wearing one, 
and men used to a steady sleep of some eight hours find 
it hard at first to become used to the routine; in fact, old 
timers usually come off guard completely broken up. As 
men have now had time to become broken into the rou- 
tine of the service, and may now any day be called upon 
to perform duty where sleeping on post might result in 
great disaster to our troops, severe measures will of nec- 
essity be taken against those failing to perform their 
duty. 


The views of Naval Constr. Hobson on the prospects 
of a European war, which appeared in the “Army and 
Navy Journal” of June 11, attracted great attention in 
England at the time they appeared, so that the young 
man could not be considered as wholly unknown there 
at the time of the exploit that has made him world- 
famous, Three years ago, in the “Army and Navy Jour- 
nal” of June 15, 1895, we quoted the following from our 
London contemporary, the “Army and Navy Gazette”: 

The singularly interesting paper of Mr. R. P. Hobson, 
Assistant Naval Constructor U. 8. N., to which we referred 
last week, depends for its force largely upon the political 
considerations it advances. To these our space did not 
permit us to refer. Mr. Hobson sees the restless ambition 
of Russia and France combined, seizing the favorable mo- 
ment of the anticipated ebb in our naval preparations, to 
crush us by a decisive blow, as a preparatory step to at- 
tacking the Central Powers. Meanwhile, he thinks it prob- 
able thaf the Triple Alliance will stand by to witness the 
preliminary step to its downfall. It is, indeed, possible 
that shortsighted statesmanship might cause the members 
of the Alliance, moved by commercial or colonial jealousy, 
to assume a neutral attitude in that moment of “supreme 
danger,” the years of 1896-97, but the want of absolute 
certainty as to their neutrality would probably weigh heav- 
ily upon the warlike counsels of France and Russia. More- 
over, we do not think that such a war-breathing disparity 
is likely to arise between our present situation and that 
which will exist in 1896-97. 

The “Gazette” then criticises some of .ur. Hobson's 
conclusions as to the future prospects of naval con- 
struction among the rival powers whose relations he 
discusses, arguing that they are too favorable to France 
and Russia and not just to the prospects of England as 
to naval increase. 

Officers on mustering duty are very impatient at the 
delay in passing the bill to allow retired officers to be 
assigned to such duty so as to permit them to go to the 
front. In a personal letter one of them says: “I wish 
you could say something effective in your able paper to 
induce the authorities to give regular officers a better 
show. I feel broken up and very down at heart to see 
so many juniors and civilians going up while I am 
wholly forgotten. I have applied twice to the Adjutant 

weneral of the Army, stating I felt competent to fill a 
field officer’s place, but expressing readiness and willing- 
ness to go into the war in any manner directed. I have 
never had one word in reply, and am justified in believ- 
ing I am held unworthy of any claim.” Great hard- 
ship is undoubtedly being inflicted upon officers in every 
way fit for field duty who are kept on details which de- 
prive them of the one opportunity of their lives. We 
hope that some remedy will be found for this state of 
things. Their applications for active duty should be 
treated with courtesy and consideration. 








Gen. Greely, of the Signal Corps, has performed an im- 
portant work for the Government in bringing about di- 
rect cable connection between Washington and Guanta- 
namo, This is the result of nearly three months’ hard 
work in scouring the bottom of the Caribbean sea in 
search of eables. The French cables running from 
Guantanamo to Cape Haities is the one that the Govern- 
ment is using. The other two cables in Cuba run from 
Santiago to Kingston, Jamaica. One of these has been 
cut, and all the hopes of Gen. Blanco now hang on the 
last cable connecting him with Spain. This is twenty 
years old, and the Government vessels have been grap- 
pling for it for weeks past in vain. It seems to be cov- 
ered over with coral and deep-sea slime, so that the 
grappling instruments fail to catch it. But, Gen, Greely 
hopes yet to succeed in cutting it. “It was a big job to 
reach the one cable between Kingston and Santiago,” 
said Gen. Greely. “It was over 6,000 feet deep in the 
sea, so that our men had to pull it straight up for over a 
mile in order to cut it.”

A correspondent says: “The suggestion of appointing 
Artillery Sergeants as Second Lieutenants, made on 
page 835 of your paper, meets with my hearty approval. 
We need men as officers who krow their business, and 
who will not have to be instructed. There are two or 
three Sergeants at this small post who would make bet- 
ter officers than the average young men to whom such 
commissions will in all probability be awarded. The 
men I refer to are not alone proficient in the practive, 
but in the theory of heavy artillery as well. They may 
not be able to ‘integrate between limits,’ but they do 
understand and can apply logarithms, solve problems in 
trigonometry, interior and exterior ballistics, ete. Can 
as much be said of the average aspirant for a commis- 
sion from civil life?” 








We are glad to witness the prudence with which every 
movement against the enemy has been made, and the 
wise disposition to act only with the greatest force 
which circumstances permit us to use. With all the 
writing on this war, no one seems to have remarked 
that we are obliged to send an improvised and inexperi- 
enced Army against one that has been engaged in fight- 
ing for two or three years. The Spaniards in Cuba 
are not only brave and warlike; they are veterans, and 
Americans well know what that means. When the Civil 
War ended we had the best Army in the world, made so 
by the discipline of years of furious fighting. The Span- 
ish Army in Cuba has not the same field experience that 
our men had then, but they are seasoned soldiers and 
familiar with many details of fighting in that country 
which we have to learn. It is exceedingly to the credit 
of the officers and men of both services that the landing 
near Santiago was so orderly and the advance into the 
country accomplished with so little loss,

A dispatch was received at the Navy Department on 
June 20, from Commo, Remey, at Key West, that the 
flagship Newark, with Commo.

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A PLEA FOR DENTAL SURGERY IN THE ARMY. 

Dr. Charles C, Stanley, D. D.S., Surg. Dentist, Co- 
lumbia, 8. C., assistant demonstrator of the University 
of Maryland, sends us an argument in favor of the em- 
ployment of dentists for the Army. He says: 

Statistics show that 90 per cent. of the people of this 
country need dental attention. As Dr. Otto Arnold so 
aptly said, while speaking on this subject to the Ohio 
State Dental Society: “In the Army there is great sus- 
ceptibility to the insidious process of dental caries, which 
is no respecter of persons and has no limit; for other 
diseases may come and go, but dental caries when once 


begun, ‘like the brook,’ goes on forever.” 

nstances are numerous where persons suffering with 
dental disturbances, are rendered totally incompetent for 
the performance of their regular duties. hen dental 
caries reaches a certain stage, and if the skilled knowl- 
edge of the dentist is not employed, the extraction of the 
offending tooth is necessary. ‘This impairs the utility of 
the opposite tooth, and causes the adjoining teeth to 
lean toward the cavity and increases the difficulty of 
mastication. The loss of several teeth will so impair 
mastication that constitutional disturbances will neces- 
sarily result. Many physicians of known ability will not 
go into the general treatment of dyspepsia, indigestion, 
eatarrh, facial neuralgia, etc., until the patient’s mouth 
is ina —- hygienic condition. 

The dental surgeon would be of innumerable benefit 
to the general surgeon in cases of gunshot wounds and 
other injuries to the mouth and face. In fractures of 
the maxilla, he would be on hand to accurately devise 
and adapt such appliances as may be necessary to 
proper recovery, and he is better fitted to care for those 
eases than the general surgeon. An almost accurate 
means of identification would be available from the 
charts kept on hand by the dental surgeon. The dental 
surgeon would also be of valuable assistance on the ex- 
amining board, in preventing the enlistment of men with 
defective teeth. We have the Army Veterinary Surgeon, 
and is the care of the horse of more importance than the 
proper care of the men, and they do not have the proper 
care if dental surgery is lacking?

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IMPROVEMENTS IN HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 


The “Journal of the Society of Chemical Industry,” 
April 30, describes the Explosive Propelling Compounds 
patented by Hudson Maxim March 19, 1897, and the 
Processes and Apparatus for their Manufacture: 

The object of this invention is to produce an explosive in 
form of a multi-perforated body, the perforations being so 
shaped and arranged as to present the minimum of burn- 
ing surface to the flame of ignition when fired in a gun, and 
to be consumed with a constant increase of burning area. 
To carry out the invention, a colloid of guncotton or com- 
pound of trinitrocellulose, gelatin-pyroxilin and nitroglycerin 
(Eng. Pat. 16,311, 1895) is perforated with angular —_ or 
mandrils, preferably either hexagonal or three-sided. Six 
systems of perforation are pvinted out, whereby, when a 
powder is consumed by combustion within the perforations. 
the total consumption will be completed at the instant of 
interjunction of the perforations, and when the perforations 
have attained their largest size. The author finds that an 
effective method of removing solvent from a compound con- 
sisting mainly or wholly of guncotton, is to place the mate- 
rial in a suitable vessel, from which the air is preferably 
exhausted, charged with the vapor of a volatile solvent, 
such as acetone. The express object of this invention is 
to obviate the necessity for a bo guncotton previously to 
treating it with the solvent, which turns it into forms con- 
venient for the arts. The author takes advantage of ‘‘per- 
colation’’ to replace the water in guncotton by any chem- 
ical, not a solvent of guncotton, which can be used in the 
process to which the guncotton Is to be subjected. In the 
manufacture of smokeless powder, where alcohol and ether 
are to be mixed with the guncotton, the water is displaced 
by the alcohol without drying the guncotton at any stage 
in the Sn ae gene the ether being afterward mixed Into 
the alcoholized guncotton, thereby gaining an advantage by 
the reason of the aflinity which ether has for alcohol. The 
material is then heated above the boiling point of the sol- 
vent, which evaporates from the interior more readily, since 
the formation of a horny exterior layer is prevented by the 
vapor.

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THREE NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


The Secretary of the Navy has approved the designs 
agreed upon by the special board for the three new 
battleships provided for in the Act of May 4, 1898, and 
bids are asked for, conditioned upon’ the completion of 
the ships in less than thirty-three months. In general 
appearance and type they resemble the L[llinois class, 
which differ from the Iowa in that 8 in. guns are dis- 
pensed with. The designs show, however, important 
changes and improvements. The speed required is 16 
knots, with an agreement to accept not to exceed a 
knot less at a reduced price. Foreign battleships of like 
displacement have made 18 knots. 

The length of the vessels will be 386 feet, on a beam 

of 72 extreme, and a draught of 23% at normal, displac- 
ing of 11,500 tons, and having a total as 
capacity of 1,200 tons. The two military masts of eac 
shi,’ will be fitted with fighting-tops, mounting three ma- 
chine guns, Protection of the hull is to be afforded 7 a 
side armor belt of a maximum thickness of 16% inches 
and a mean depth of 7 feet 6 inches to extend at least 
from the stem to the after barbette, and to maintain the 
maximum thickness through the engine and boiler 
spaces, tapering thence forward to a thickness of 4 
inches, The transverse armor at the after end of the 
belt and that just forward of the boiler space will be not 
less than 12 inches.

A correspondent of the Portiand Evening “xpress,” 
writing from Chickamauga Park, Lytle, Ga., June 17, 
1898, gives some interesting glimpses of camp life.

He 
says: “The rain of Sunday was so entirely unexpected 
that it found the camp not prepared for such a down- 
pour as occurred, and consequently we were nearly 
washed away. Now, however, drains have been dug and 
tents ditched so that the rain is not minded, and it is 
indeed wonderful how quickly men with no previous 
experience in camp life fall into line and become old 
soldiers, able to adapt themselves to any circumstances.” 

The training of the troops seems to not be neglected. 
“Discipline is being insisted on more and more strictly 
daily, and while the Maine soldiers have always been 
well instructed in this respect, yet hardly a day passes 
but what one or more men find themselves in trouble 
over some laxness which would hardly have been noticed 
in ordinary times.” 

“A large Y. M. C. A. tent has been erected between 
the 1st Maine and Ist lowa Regts., in charge of Mr. 
Sawyer, of the Army Christian Commission, and is a 
blessing indeed to the men, especially during the hard 
rain storm, when many were kindly allowed to sleep in 
its shelter who otherwise would have been obliged to 
lie in the mud and water.”

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COURT MARTIAL OF NAVY OFFICERS. 


Two courts martial for the trial of Navy officers w ~e 
recently ordered. The first met at Norfolk on June 
20 for the trial of Asst. Surg. Daniel H. Morgan, 
on charges of culpable inefficiency in the performance of 
duty and disrespectful language and deportment to his 
superior officer. The specifications allege that while the 
Cincinnati was at Key West, on May 29, Dr. Morgan 
was ordered to superintend the transfer of some sick 
members of the crew from the Army hospital to the 
cruiser. In the execution of this order the sick sailors, 
it is charged, were allowed to remain on the wharf for 
about an hour and a half, without attention, exposed to 
the direct rays of the sun. Dr. Morgan, it is alleged 
also, was disrespectful to Surg. James C. Byrne, his im- 
mediate superior, when informed that his conduct in re- 
gard to the sick sailors had been reported to the com- 
manding officer. The detail for the court was as follows: 
Capt. Silas W. Terry, Lieut. Comdrs. Isaac Hazlett, 
R. Mt. G. Brown and T. H. Stevens; Surgs. H. KE. Ames 
and G. P. Lumsden; Lieut.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Mr. Rufus King Case, who died June 18 at his home 
in Plainfield, N. J., was Chief Clerk of the General 
Depot of the Quartermaster’s Department in New York 
City for over thirty years (with a short break), and was 
one of the most efficient and devoted servants the Goy- 
ernment ever had. He was appointed Captain and A. Q. 
M. of Volunteers and received the brevet of Major for 
“gallant, faithful and- ‘meritorious services during the 
war.” He was on duty with Gen. Rufus Ingalls at 
Gen. Grant’s headquarters during-the campaigns from 
the Wilderness to Petersburg, and rendered efficient ser- 
vice in the Q. M. Department at the Headquarters of 
the Army of the Potomac. After the war he entered 
upon the position whieh he held:at the time of his death. 
He was a prominent and active member of the’ First 
Baptist Church, Plainfield, and one of the organizers -of 
the Muhlenberg Hospital. He leaves a widow, four 
daughters and one son. Arrangements had made 
for the wedding of one daughter, Emma, on June 22. 
The wedding took place as arranged, but it was a very 
quiet family affair under the circumstances. The- de- 
ceased was ill but a few days and his death is mainly 
due to’ the incessant hard work performed by him at his 
office in the Army Building for some time past, owing 
to the’ pressure of public affairs. 


Ord, Sergt. Edgar Stuart, U. S. A., stationed at Fort 
Hamilton, drop dead June 22 in the bar-room of a 
hotel in New York City. He was a heavy drinker, 
=e absent without leave, and death was due to heart 

isease. 


Death has carried off this month three officers on the 
retired list of the Regular Army—R. BE. A. Crofton, Col. 
and Brevet Brig. Gen.; Gen. F. W. Benteen and Maj. 
W. M. Maynadier. Col. Crofton died in Washington, D. 
C., June 21. He was born: in Ireland but settled in Dela- 
ware and was appointed from that State as Captain‘ of 
the 16th Infantry at the outbreak of the Civil War. He 
served throughout the war and received the brevets of 
Majer and Lieutenant Colonel for og at the bat- 
tles of Shiloh, Chickamauga and Mission Ridge. He 
attained the grade of Colonel (15th U. 8S. Inf.) in 1880, 
and was retired in 1897 by direction of the President, 
being 62 years of age. 


Gen. Benteen died at Atlanta, Ga., June 22; 

from ist Lieutenant to Lieutenant Colonel of 

Cavalry from 1861 to June, 1865. In July of that year 
was appointed Colonel of the 138th U. S. C. Infantry; 
was mustered out in January, 1866. In July of that 
year appointed Captain, 7th U. 8S. Cavalry; Major, 9th 
Cavalry in 1882, and was retired in 1888 for disabiltiy 
incurred in the line of duty. He held four brevets—from 
Major to Brigadier General—for gallantry, the latter 
boing fee services in action against Indians on the Little 
Big Horn, Montana, June 25 and 26, 1876 (the Custer 
mates, and against Indians at Canyon Creek, Sept. 


Maj. Maynadier died at Ashland, Wis., June 20. He 
was appointed 2d Lieutenant of the Ist U. 8. Artillery, 
served efficiently during the war, receiving the brevets 
of Captain and Major for gallantry at Antietam and 
during the war generally, attained the grade of Captain 
in 1864, and was appointed Major and Paymaster in 
1875. The remains were taken to Washington, D. C., 
and‘ buried: with military honors in the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 


The funeral of Capt. Henry B. Noble, U. 8. .A., who 
recently died at Dresden of heart failure, took place at 
West Point, June 6. In addition to the usual military 
escort, the officers of the Academy and the Corps of 
Cadets, followed in line’ to pay the last tribute .of: re- 
spect to one who, having died in a foreign land, had 
been brought home to rest om his own dear native shores. 
The last tribute of respect tendered by the presence of 
the cadets in a body, as well as the officers of the U, 8. 
Military Academy, was most gratifying to Mrs. Noble. 
The honorary pallbearers were Gen. O. E. Ernst, super- 
intendent Military Academy; Profs, Michie, Bass, Febi- 
ger, Larned and Davis, all friends of the deceased. 


Col. George W. Candee, Asst. Paymr. Gen. U. S, A., 
died: at Chicago June 10, of paralysis. At the time of 
his death he was on duty as Chief .’aymaster, Dept. of 
the Lakes.- The deceased officer served during a por- 
tion of the war with great efficiency and credit as an ad- 
ditional Paymaster, and in 1867 was appointed Major 
and Paymaster in the regular establishment, and at- 
tained the grade of Colonel in 1897. Col. Candee had a 
large circle of friends, who will be deeply grieved to 
hear of his death. 


Dr. John Blair Gibbs, who was killed in the night at- 
tack at Guantanamo, Cuba, was a son of Maj. Alfred 
Gibbs, 7th U. S. Cav., who died in 1868.- He gave up a 
fine practice in New York to accept a commission as 
Assistant Surgeon in the Navy, desiring active service 
in the war. His mother lives in Richmond, Va., and a 
brother, Alfred, lives at Altoona, Pa. Dr. Gibbs: was 
graduated from Rutgers College in 1878, the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1881 and the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons in 1882. He entered Bellevue Hospital in 
the fall of 188°, and remained there until the spring of 
1884, when he went abroad, pursuing studies in London 
and Vienna for almost two years. He afterward re- 
turned home and established a large practice. 


Chief | Henry Herwig, U. S. N., who died at Char- 
lottesville, Va., was appointed 8d Assistant Engineer from 
Cadet Engineer in 1871, attained the grade of Chief Dn- 
gineer in 1895, and was retired Jan. 896 for disa- 
ee in service.

Commenting on the rumor that the engineers of one of 
the Spanish torpedo boats deliberately disabled their ma- 
chinery to prevent her from. gding to Cuba, the New 
York “Evenifig Post” says: It is a matter of common 
knowledge—rather, it has been in the past, but probably 
will not be in the future, or at any rate while the war 
is under way—that those Chief Engineers who are un- 
popular with the enlisted men under them have by far 
the most trouble with the machinery and boilers in their 
charge, and some of these disliked chiefs have had to ex- 
pend a great deal of ink and paper in explaining to the 
Department the many breakdowns in the gear over 
which they have control. It is quite possible for an ag- 
grieved coal passer to get his Chief Engineer tangled 
up with a court of inquiry. Moreover, it often has hap- 
pened that an unpopular Chief Engineer has been un- 
able to get his men to make steam. The firemen appar- 
ently work hard enough, but they don’t get the revolu- 
tions out of the propellers. News travels just as fast 
from the cabin to the forecastle as it does from the fore- 
castle to the cabin, and when the firemen hear that their 
unpopular Chief Engineer has be2a ordered by the coin- 
manding officer to get the ship to xuch and snch a port 
at such and such a time, they catch each other's eyes, 
and the ship doesn’t get there, or anything like it. It 
would make no difference if the Chief Hngineer himself 
were to stand watch in the firerooms twenty-four hours 
at a stretch. The steam registers wouldn’t take any up- 


ward leaps on account of his presence. The assistant en- 
gineers also stand in need of the good will of the — 
room force. On ships attached to which there have n 


two assistant engineers, one of them liked and the other 
out of favor with the men below, it has frequently been 
observed that the speed of the ship during the watches 
of the disliked engineer has fallen short by knots of the 
speed got out of the engines by his brother officer, 

A man-of-war ship’s company with a grievance means 
trouble for the officers aft, while an Army post in which 
the enlisted men are dissatisfied requires very careful 
handling. Officers of experience in both services know 
these things, and take care not to put the enlisted men 
out of humor. Officers of the Navy thoroughly under- 
stand, if they are experienced, how well it pays them 
to make themselves popular with the men forward. The 
unpopular naval officer has no easy thing of it in his 
dealings with the bluejackets.

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ROOM FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 


To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

I read the article on Army Administration in your 
issue of the 18th inst. with great interest. You hit 
right from the shoulder. Keep it up. I have never seen 
any reason given why the services of retired officers of 
the Army have not been utilized, as they have been in 
the Navy. There must be a hundred or more that are fit 
for various duties in the departments at Washington, 
other cities and camps, while a few would be able to 
stand field duty. Col. King has been made a Brigadier 
General of Volunteers, and a retired Lieutenant of Cav- 
alry raised a company of Volunteers and is now in com- 
mand of the same at Camp Thomas. I see the Senate 
passed a bill authorizing the assignment of retired offi- 
cers, but the House turned it down, for the reason, I 
suppose, that all the rich men’s sons, dudes and politi- 
cians had not been provided for. Senator Foraker in- 
troduced a similar bill. His provided that retired offi- 
cers should receive only their retired pay and commuta- 
tion of quarters. Why this discrimination as to pay? 
I cannot conceive, unless it was intended to keep retired 
officers from making an effort, or using any influence to 
be put on duty, to the detriment of his political friends. 
1 should think that officers with experience counld render 
more valuable service than those witnout any. 1 was 
very desirous of getting on active duty,.but have gotten 
over it somewhat. I was retired on age limit; am in 
perfect health, have had over thirty years’ experience in 
one of the supply corps, three years of which was in 
the field during the late war. I should know more about 
Army business than one who has had no experience, and 
believe I do. Had the services of all retired officers 
who are able for duty been utilized soon as war was de- 
clared, I believe much of the complaint made as to in- 
adequate supply of troops would have been avoided.

T. D.—Vacancies in the Signal Corps are usually filled by 
transfer of non-commissioned officers of the line, after an 
examination by an officer of the Army. Exceptions may be 
made in favor of applicants from civil life havin ss 
knowledge of balloons, electrical devices, etc. AS, ts 
are subjected to regular physical examination before trans- 
fer or enlistment. e su t application to the Chief a 
nal Officer of the Army, Washington, D. C., stating quali 
cations. and enclosing recommendations. 

M. W. H.—Par. 208, Manual of Guard Duty, prescribes 
that a. sentinel will not quit his piece, except on an ex- 
plicit order from some person from whom he lawfully re- 
eeives orders while on post; under no circumstances will he 
yield it to any other person.” Par. 202 says: “Sentinels 
take orders only from Commanding Officer, Officer of Day, 
Officer of Guard and non-commissioned officers of the guard.” 

SHERRY AND OTHERS.—Should the war soon be de- 
clared at an end the Volunteer officers would be mustered 
out. The idea that if the war should end before the two 
years volunteered are up, an officer of the Volunteers ean 
remain in service, after the expiration of the two years, as 
long as he pleases, is absurd. ut you need not worry about

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


In the Senate on June 25, the bill for the relief of 
George M. Smith, late Acting Asst. Engr., U. S. N., 
was reported adversely and postponed indefinitely. The 
Senate passed the bill to authorize the President to se- 
lect from the officials of the War Department of long 
and faithful service, a military secretary for the Secre- 
tary of War, who should have the rank, ete., of Major. 

The Senate on June 25 insisted on its amendment of 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, providing for a 
sanitarium at Hot Springs, 8S. D., as a branch of the 
National Soldiers’ Home. A letter was read from Gen. 


Averell, U. 8. _A., in which he bore testimony to the 
efficacy of the Hot Springs as a cure for rheumatic 
complaints. 


The bill (S. 4808) authorizing the President to appoint 
five additional Cadets at large to the U. S. Naval 
Academy, was passed. 

A letter from George W. Melville, Engineer-in-Chief, 
U. 8S. N,, in favor of the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands was read in the Senate on June 24 and ordered 
to be printed. It calls attention to disinterested testi- 
mony as to strategic value of these islands given in an 
essay read before the Royal United Service Institution 
in London by Capt. Winter, of the British Army. 

A communication was received in the Senate June 27 
from the Paymaster General, U. S. A., recommending 
the promotions in his department referred to elsewhere. 
Also a letter from the President recommending the 
recognition of the gallant services of the officers of the 
Revenue Cutters Hudson and McCulloch. Resolutions 
were oocgetnaly passed tendering the thanks of Con- 
gress to Naval Constr. Hobson and the other heroes of 
the Merrimac, and to Lieut. Frank H. Newcomb, and 
voting 22 full pay Capt. Hodgsdon; also directing that 
to Ist Lieut. Frank H. Newcomb, Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice, be given a gold medal of honor, to each of his 
officers a silver medal, and to each member of his crew 
a bronze medal, of appropriate design. 

The illness of Capt. Hodgsdon’s wife and his near ap- 
proach to the retiring age, explains the form given to 
the testimonial to him. For probably the first time in 
the history of the Senate a resolution was adopted ten- 
dering the thanks of Congress to common seamen by 
name. The resolution elicited several patriotic speeches, 
in which the private soldiers of the Army and the 
sailors of the Navy were glowingly eulogized. 

Secretary Alger has recommended to Congress the 
passage of a law permitting the detail of not exceeding 
110 enlisted men to act as Regimental Commissary 
Sergeants, so that each regiment of the Regular and 
Volunteer Army can be — with such an officer. 

Gen. Henderson reported a resolution from the Com- 
mittee on Rules, giving the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs two days for presentation of business reported from 
that committee. 

The Senate on June 28 passed the bill (S. 4807) direct- 
ing the issue of a duplicate for a check sent by Maj. 
C. C. Sniffen to the Fourth National Bank, New York,

The only officer killed, Capt. Allyn K. Capron, Ist 
U. S. Vol. Cav. (2d Lieutenant 7th U. 8S. Cav.), was a 
son of Capt. Allyn Capron, commanding Light Battery 
FE, 1st Art., which battery also forms a portion of Maj. 
Gen. Shafter’s Army, but was not in me fight. 

The deceased officer was killed on his 27th birthday. 
He was a brave young soldier, enlisted Oct. 20, 1890, in 
the 4th U. S. Cav. (B), rose to Sergeant, was commis- 
sioned 2d Lieutenant 5th U. 8S. Inf. Oct. 7, 1893, and 
was transferred to the 7th U. S. Cav, 1894. When the 
war broke out he sought and obtained a commission in 
the Ist U. 8S. Vol. Cav., obtaining a Captaincy. His 
mother at Washington Barracks, on being told of the 
sad occurrence, became unconscious, and much anxiety 
is still expressed as to her condition. His young wife 
is at Fort Sill, and it is needless to say what is her 
grief. Young Capron’s grandfather, Erastus A. Cap- 
ron, Was a graduate of West Pont, and as Captain of 
the Ist U. S. Artillery was killed Aug. 20, 1847, at the 
battle of Cherubusco, Mexico. He commanded then, we 
believe, the very battery which his son now commands, 
Light Battery BK, ist U. 8. Art. Truly, a heroic family. 

Of the wounded Maj. Brodie, 1st U. S. Vol. Cav., has 
been confounded in the daily press with Alexander 
Oliver Brodie, who was graduated from West Point in 
1870, was promoted to the Ist U. 8. Cav., resigned Sept. 
30, 1877, and was drowned Feb. 22, 1890, in the burst- 
ing of the Walnut Grove Dam, Ariz. 
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Maj. James M. Bell, ist U. 8S. Cav., is a veteran offi- 
cer with a fine war record, and has mn an officer of 
the Regular Army since 1866, during which period he 
has seen plenty of field service. 

Capt. Thomas J. Knox, ist U. 8. Cav., is a West 
Pointer, was graduated in 1867, attained his Captaincy 
in 1889, and is a brave and deserving officer. 

ist Lieut. George L. Byram was graduated from West 
Point in 1885, and has a fine record. His wife and little 
son are at Denver, Colo. 

Capt. J. H. McClintock, ist U. S. Vol. Cav., is from 
Phoenix, Ariz., and is well known throughout the South- 
west, and was for many years until about a year ago 
editor of the “Arizona Republican.” 

Sergt. Hamilton Fish, Jr., Troop L, ist U. 8. Vol. 
Cav., belonged to one of the best known families in 
New York. His father, Nicholas Fish, is,a banker, and 
ex-Minister to Switzerland. One of his uncles is 
Stuyvesant Fish, president of the Illinors Central R. R.; 
another uncle is Hamilton Fish, Speaker of the New 
York Assembly in 1895 and 1896, and his grandfather 
was the first Hamilton Fish, Secretary of State under 
Gen. Grant, and Governor of New York.

He was a member of the Union League Club and the St. 
Nicholas Society, and belonged to the Delta Psi college 
fraternity. An examination of the body of Mr. Fish 
showed that a Mauser bullet had entered his right side 
and gone straight through his body. Every shot, but one, 
in Fish’s carbine had been fired. Mr. Fish’s father has 
received permission from the Navy Department to go 
on the Yale on her next trip to Santiago to bring his 
son’s body home.

COST OF LIVING IN MANILA. 


It probably costs less to live well in Manila—during 
peaceful seasons—than in any other capital of the East 
or West. Take the case of my messmate and myself, 
for example. We had a good house, with three bedrooms, 
parlor, and tiled floor dining room; a hallway, reading 
room, kitchen, boys’ quarters and bathroom, with tiled 
tub and shower. A small stable, garden, and ten-foot 
iron fence to keep out the burglars, who used to grease 
themselves and prowl around naked at dead of night 
seeking to steal ponies or even carriage lamps, complete 
our establishment. Our cook, to be ready for unexpect- 
ed guests, served dinner each evening for four, and got 
but forty cents to provide enough raw materials for six 
courses, including the firewood necessary. At the end of 
the month everything going into the general mess ac- 
count—house rent ($15 a month), wages of three ser- 
vants, food, drink, ice and light—was added up and di- 
vided by two. The result was astonishing, as $29 was 
the sum total of my monthly share. To live in such 
state and entertain one’s fri« ads for less than an Ameri- 
can dollar a day absolutely spoils one for subsequent ex- 
istence in this country, and it is no wonder that many a 
Britisher—returning from Manila to England via the 
States—has_ been so overwhelmed by his first laundry 
bill in San Francisco that he has taken a through train 
for New York, and sailed by the first outgoing liner, 
without stopping even to see the brides at Niagara or 
the winter garden at the Astoria.—New York Evening 
Post.

UNDER FIRE. 


Mr. H. C. Skinner, of Hudson, Mass., who was on the

The Quartermaster General’s Department is now con- 
tracting for three hundred thousand overcoats for the 
troops. They must be delivered at the rate of three 
thousand a day, and it will take one hundred working 
days to fill the order. Some idea of the wants of the 
Army may be gathered from the fact that more than a 
million pairs of socks are being made for cur sokliers, 
and this only means three or four pairs per capita. lt 
takes two or three thousand pairs of trousers a day 
alone to replenish the wear and tear of the troops, aside 
from any outfitting.

This does not refer to the light brown 
fatigue uniforms now in use.

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SINKING OF THE MERRIMAC. 


In a letter to his wife, Boatswain Wm. L. Hill, of the 
U. S. 8. Brooklyn, who has been twenty-five years in 
the Navy, gives an account of the sinking of the Merri- 
mac in Santiago harbor. His letter is in the form of a 
diary. In it we find the entries that follow: 

“Wednesday, June 1,—At 7 a. m. the Oregon arrived, 
also the Mayflower. All the ships cheered the Oregon, 
and well she deserved it, for she had made a splendid 
record. A volunteer from each ship in the fleet was 
ealled for to-day to man the Merrimac to take her and 
sink her in the mouth of the harbor. I passed the word 
and there was any number of men willing to go. I 
took the first man who volunteered and sent his name to 


Commo. Schley. Those who go in her stand a very slim 
chance of coming out alive, but any number are willing 


to go. 

WP hursday, June 2.—The Merrimac could not be got 
ready in time to sink last -o so it has been postponed. 
The men from the other ships came aboard last night. 
They are all young, fine looking man-o’-warsmen, with 
courage written in every swing of their muscular frames. 
As they were picked up from their different ships the 
crews gave three cheers for the heroes of Santiago. Such 


scenes as these stir one’s blood and show what brave 
fellows there are in the world. The Commodore could 
have had a crew of officers had he so desired. I have 
just had the men who are to face almost certain death 
grouped to be photographed. While being photogra 
they laughed and joked about eating Spanish bullets. 
From Cuban spies it was learned that a 13-inch shell 
from the Massachusetts burst on board the Reina Mer- 
cedes and killed eight men during the bombardment on 
Tuesday. The cable boat Adria, which arrived last night, 
is at work to-day trying to pick up the cable to cut. At 
3:25 o’clock this morning Merrimac started on her 
death journey. She got into the mouth of the harbor 
before being fired on, but for the next half hour she was 
in a perfect hell of fire. thousand shots must have 
been fired at her. It was a most exciting night and very 
few slept. The steam launch that went in to bring the 
men back has returned to the New York. The press tugs 
here are thicker than warships.”
